* Nor indeed can it be imagined to be otherwiſe;

But this whole Affair has been ſo regulated, 
© and there has been fo little Occaſion of Com- 
* plaint, that it's well known our Army in Han- 
ders has been duly ſupply'd with Bread during 
© the whole War, and has received it with an Ex- 
© actneſs that will hardly be thought conſiſtent 
* with the Secrecy and Suddenneſs of ſome of the

* The Report further ſays, That the General

© have ſhewn, Her Majeſty was pleas'd ro approve 
it by Her Warrant; which being underſtood as a 
Confirmation of an Agreement with the Foreign 
Troops, not negotiated by, and by Conſe- 
$ quence, not within the Care or Buſineſs of the 
© Treaſury, was counter-ſigned by the Secretary of 


State, whoſe Province it belong'd to, as the only 


proper Officer. 

* The true Deſign of this Deduction being to 
© ſupply the Secret Service, Gentlemen, I hope you 
* will obſerve that this, together with the Sum on 
© the former Article of the. Allowance by Parlia- 
© ment, when put together, doth fall ſhorr of the 
* Allowance given by Parliament in the laſt War, 
* upon this Head. 

Il cannot ſuppoſe that I need ſay how Eſſential 
© a Part of the Service this is, that no War can be 
* conducted ſucceſsfully, withour early and good 
* Intelligence, . and that ſuch Advices can't be had 
: but at a very great Expence. No body can be 


ignorant of this, that knows any thing of Secret 


* Correſpondence, or conſiders the Numbers of 
© Perſons that muſt be employed in it, the great 
* Hazzard they undergo, the — Places in 
* which the Correſpondences muſt be kept, and 
the conſtant Neceſlity there is of ſupporting and

* Before I take notice of the Remarks made by 
the Commiſſioners upon this Part of the Letter, 
I make one general Obſervation upon the Na- 
* ture of this Deduction, which thoſe Gentlemen

and to be accounted for in the fame manner that 
other Publick Money is uſually accounted for. 
But the Notion I apprehend, is wholly miſap- 
* plied, as will appear by ſhortly ſtating the Fact 
it ſelf.

ſidies ſtipulated for are due, and the Receipt is

© their Proportion of the Contingencies: And 
* therefore I ſtill apprehend, I ſpeak properly, 
* when in my Letter I affirm, That this Two and 
an Half per Cent, does not belong to the Publick 
Accounts. But as this Deduction ariſes from the 
Agreement ſet on foot by His Late Majeſty, and 

confirmed by Her Majeſty, as it comes in here 
© as a Proportion of the Expence, which ought to 
* fall upon the Foreign Troops, and being apply'd 
* to a part of the Publick Service ; Gentlemen 
* may, if they think fit, in this Senſe, call ir Pub- 
* lick Money, to be accounted for, in ſuch a man- 
ner as the Nature of the Senſe admirs, and as the 
* Publick Allowance to the ſame Service is accoun- 
ted for. 

Having thus explained this Matter to you, I 
beg the Patience of the Houſe to go on, and con- 
ſider the particular Remarks that have been 
* made upon it. 

* Firſt, It has been objected, That Her Maje- 
* fty's Warrant has been kept Dormant for Nine 
„ Years, and the Deduction conceal'd from the 
* Knowledge of the Parliament ; but ſurely the 
Warrant cannot be ſaid to have been kept Dor- 
mant, that has been lodg'd in the Hands of the 
* Pay-Maſter General's Deputy in Holland. which 
* was delivered to me out of the Office of the Se- 
* cretary of State, Signed by Her Majeſty, and 
© Counterligned by him, as all Warrants are, and 
* which could not poſlibly be concealed from the 
Commanders of ſo many Foreign Troops, nor 
* indeed from the Troops themſelves, which con- 
© {iſt of ſo many Thouſand Men, without whoſe 
knowledge the Deduction could not have been 
* made; and who, if it had been the leaſt uneaſy 
to them, would no doubt have complained. In 
* what Senſe can this be called a Dormant War- 
rant, which from the Time 'twas Signed, had 
* been in the Hands of the proper Officer, and 
* conſtantly and publickly put in Execution? The 
Report adds, That the Deduction has been con- 
* cealed from the Parliament; for which it is ſaid, 
* I have not aſſigned ſufficient Reaſons ; = 
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| January. there has been no Concealment, there could be 
WY WV © no need of aſſigning Reaſons for it; much leſs 
was it neceſſary to lay Accounts of the Money 
before the Parliament, it _ no part of the E- 
ſtimare for the Service, nor of any Influence on 
the Money to be given by Parliament; for the 
Subſidies to'the Foreign Troops are governed by 
previous Treaties, and therefore muſt have con- 
tinued the ſame, though this Deduction had ne- 
ver been made: Beſides, that the Exchequer is 
diſcharged of this Money, on the Receipt from 
the Foreign Troops for the compleat Subſidy. I 
have ſaid in my Letter, That this being a Free 
Gifr of the Foreign Troops, does not properly 
relate to the Publick Accounts : upon which the 
Commiſſioners obſerve, that this is inconſiſtent 
not only to the Words of the Warrant, which 
ſuppoſes an Agreement, but with that Part of 
my Letter which takes notice of this Stoppage,to 
be ſtipulated for by me as Ambaſſ.dor ; and from 
thence the Report concludes, rhat this Money is 
to be accounted for, as other publick Money is : 
But this Obſervation I take to be grounded upon 
the miſtaken. Notion of Publick Money, which, 
as has been already obſerved, being meant of 
Money granted by Parliament, and ſtanding in 
Charge in the Exchequer, can never be applied 
to this Payment; which is a Contribution by 
the Foreigh Troops out of their own Money, 
and not out of the Money of Great Britain. I 
might ſay, that though this DeduCtion has been 
ſubmitted to by the Foreign Troops. during this 
War; yet it is ſo far voluntary at this Day, that 
it depends barely upon a Parole Stipulation, and' 
when Umbrage ſhall be given, may at 1 time 
be receded from by them. This Report farther 
objects, that the 10000 J. given for Contingen-

* appears from a Privy-Seal bearing Date in March 
* 1706, Wherein there is a Clauſe releaſing me

port ſaid, ſuppoſes it had otherwiſe been to be 
* accounted for. When I ſay in my Letter, that 
the 10000 l. given by Parliament is without Ac- 
count, I dare ſay, I cannot ealily be miſunder- 
* ſtood : The Nature of the Thing not admitting 
* of a particular Account, and the conſtant Pra- 
* tice never requiring any. In all the Accounts 
during the War of that Money, my Receipt has 
been a ſufficient Diſcharge ; but that not being a 
* regular Voucher for the Pay-Maſter, it has been 
thought neceſſary, from time to time, to grant a 
Privy. Seal, to enable the Pay- Maſter to paſs that 
Part of bis Account: And tho' there be that 
* Clauſe inſerted in the Privy- Seal, mentioned in 
the Report, of which, I affirm, I was unacquainted ;

* As to the Lepality of the Warrant, which is 
the next Objection, the Commiſſioners having 
barely touch d on this, as not duly counterſign'd,

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vince, rather than by the Lord-Treaſurer, who

This is the Order of the General which is meant by 
Her Majeſty's Warrant ; and which alone is pra-

Gentlemen that conſiders the Nature of Secret 
Service, but muſt ſee it is not poſſible by the Ge- 
neral's Warrant, to direct the Payment to the 
W* Perſon, for whoſe Uſe it is received. | 
But the Commiſſioners are of Opinion, that 
the Deputy Pay-Maſter ought to have tranſ- 
mitted conſtant Accounts of this Deduction to 
the Pay-Maſter General. If I could expect the 
Houſe would expect from me an Account of a 
Circumſtance, for which the Deputy Pay-Maſter 
alone is anſwerable, I ſhould take the Liberty to 
ſay, that in my poor Opinion, if he has not tranſ. .

* No Body can doubt, but Contingencies, or 


and therefore Secret Service mult be included in 
both, or neither: But I cannot better explain this 
whole Matter than by luppoling that Secret Ser- 
vice being an Affair that affects the whole Army, 
the Charge of it is to be laid in Proportion upon 


the whole. But the Share of the Britiſp Troops 


.is born by the Publick, while the Share of the 
Forcigners is raiſed upon the Troops themſelves 
by the Deduction, which is therefore ſaid to be 
for defraying ſuch contingent Expences as relate

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It may eaſily be gueſs'd, what Surprize the 
Reading of this Specifick Explanation occaſioned

Conqueſts, as the Allies have over them for Ten 
Years paſt, they could hardly have offer d more 
unreaſonable Conditions, or rather, more extrava- 
gant Demands. People made themſelves very 
merry with the French King's Bona Fide, which 
was the cant Word in all his Trearies, and in Re- 
ality regarded in none of them. But paiſing over 
in Silence the Reflections that were made on this 
Occaſion, we mult take notice, that Copies of 
theſe Offers were taken by the Secretaries of all the 
Miniſters of the Allies, who diſpatched Expreſſes 
with them to their reſpective Principals ; and that 
on the 13th was held another General Conference, 
which the Earl of Srrafford open d, with acquainting 
the Miniſters of France, in purſuance ro what was 
agreed the Day before between the Confederate 
Plenipotentiaries, That they had found it neceſſary to 
take time till the Fifth of March N. S. to give the 
Specifick Demands of the reſpective Parties engaged 
in the preſent War, to which, the Miniſters of 
WFr ace agreed. As during that Interval, the Sub-

Next u 
him came a Coach of the Elector of Menez, wii 
Six Horſes, Retinue and Guards. and in it th 
Deputies of Nurembergh with the Crown, whic 
is kept in that City: Ir was ſet on a very rid 
Cuſhion, and the Deputies far on the fore pa 
of the Coach.

Life of an Emperor, or after his Death ; it bein 
lawful, however, for the Electoral Colledge whic 
ſhall proceed to a new Election, to add what they 
ſhall think fit in relation to the common Affairs of 
the Empire; but not in relation to the common 
Statutes, or any thing that be contrary to the Re- 
gulation of the Golden Bull, and the Peace of Mun- 
ſter and Oſnabrug. 

Moreover, the Electors, Princes, and States of 
the Empire, have agreed, that for the Future they 
ſhall not proceed to the Election of a King of the 
Romans during the Emperor's Life, except in the 
following Caſes: When the Emperor ſhall go out 
of Germany to make his Reſidence ſomewhere elſe, 
or {hall make too long a Stay out of the Empire : 
Or that being grown too old, he ſhall not be in a 
Condition to govern the German Empire. In theſe 
only Caſes it will be lawful for the Electors to 
proceed to the Election of a King of the Romans, 
even without the Preſence or Conſent of the Em- 
peror. | 

'Tis determined likewiſe with the unanimous 
Conſent of the Three States, That no Elector, 
Prince, or State of the Germanick Body ſhall be 
put to the Ban of the Empire without the Conſent 
of the ſaid Three States. If there be Occaſion to 
proceed upon ſuch a Caſe, it ſhall only be in a 
General Dyer, where the Party accuſed ſhall be 
ſummoned to appear at the Requeſt of the Fiſcal- 
General of the Empire, whoſe Office it is to cauſe 
Juſtice to be adminiſtred.

The 19th the Hearts of the Dauphin and of the 
Dauphineſs were carried, at the ſame time, to Val 
de Grace. The Cardinal de Fanſon, great Almoner 
of France not being in a Condition to perform that 
Office, deſired the Biſhop of Senlis to do it, the 
Biſhop of Merz firſt Almoner being abſent, The 
Princeſs of Conde, the Dutcheſs of Vendome, and 
Madamoiſelle de Conti, the Duke du Maine, and 
the Dutcheſs du Lude, were in the ſame Coach. 
T'he 20th, the Corpſe of the Dauphin, which had 
been carried from Marli to Verſailles, was remo- 
ved from his own Apartment into that of the Dau- 
pnineſs; and from that Day all the Funeral Ho- 
nours were done them, the Officers of Both being 
continually in the Chamber, as were alſo a great 
Number of Ladies of the firſt Quality. There 
were likewiſe four Biſhops, beſides the One 
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f the Chappel; and ſeveral Eccleſiaſticks, who February. + 
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ſung Pfalms Day and Night, and Maſſes were ce- 
lebrated at Altars erected in the middle of the 
Chamber. The 22d, the Duke of Orleans and the 
Count de Touloyſe, went to ſprinkle Holy-Water on 
the Dauphin. They were received by the Duke 
4 Aumont, firſt Gentleman of the Bed Chamber, at 
the Head of the King's Officers who ſerved the de-

Guard, Six of the King's or Dauphin's Coaches, 
in which were the Duke of Orleans, the Dutcheſs 
of Bourbon, the Dutcheſs of FVendome, Madamoi- 
ſelle de Conti, and Madamoiſelle de Ia Roche Sur. 
Ton, with the Dutcheſs du Lude, and divers other 
Ladies. Theſe Coaches were followed by the 
King's Body-Coach, in which was the Biſhop of 
Senlis, accompany'd by the Biſhop of Tournay, Se.

Almoner, the Curate of Verſailles. Then came 
the Chariot preceded by the Herald at Arms, the

Guards, and followed by a Hundred Life-Guards 
and Fitty Gendarms of the Guard. The Funeral 
arrived at Paris at Three in the Morning, entred 
at the Gate of St. Honore, and went out at the 
Gare of Sr. Dennis, where the Biſhop of Senlss 
deliver'd the Bodies to Father St. Marthegard Prior 
of the Abbey. Then they were carried into the 
Church, and Maſs was celebrated Pontifically by 
the fame Prelate. The Bodies were to remain in 
the open Church till the Day of the Solemn Obſe- 
quies; 
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quies ; and till then the King's Officers and thoſ- 
of rhe Dauphineſs were to give Attendance there 
and afliſt at the Prayers which were ſaid ther 
without Intermiſſion. 

In the mean time all things were diſpoſed both 
in France and elſewhere for an early Campaign: 
The Magazines at Arras were filled up with the 
utmoſt Expedition, notwithſtanding the large

* who commanded in a Place next to the Mare- 
ſchal, was taken Priſoner with an Officer or two. 
In the Evening our Cannon were placed on the 
* Batteries, and at Midnight we fired ſo many red. 
hot Bullets, Bombs, He. that at Two a Clock 
* the Magazine began to burn, and the Flames 
* ſpread ſo ſuddenly on all fides, that before Day 
* all was burnt to Aſhes down to the Ground;

* thers, which halted at Vitry, will continue their 
March to morrow to their reſpective Places, as 
* will likewiſe the Garriſons of Aire, Menin, Court- 
6 ray, Aeth, and Audenarde, which had advanced 
to Fampour on the Scarpe, to cover our Retreat if 
there had been Occaſion. I congratulate Your

Some Months after this came out a Pamphlet 
called, The Caſe of Mr. Walpole, in a Letter from 
a Tory Member of Parliament to his Friend in 
the Country, with a Poſtſcript to it relating to this 
laſt Election in particular.

Objection 
made to the Merits of that Election, the Difpro- 
portion in the Numbers upon the Pole was ſo 
great, that all the Engagements made to Mr. Ty.

the 9th N. S. there was a general Conference held 


that Day; but thoſe Miniſters declared, That the 
ſaid Demands being ſo extenſive they could not 
give in theExplanation they had promiſed, till they 
had received new Inſtructions from the Court of 
Verſailles and Madrid, and ſo deſired a further Time 
of Three Weeks, which being agreed to, they 
promis'd to deliver the 30th N. S. their Anſwer or 
Explication.

We have nothing at this Time that is very Ma- 
terial in Saxony — Poland, ſave that the Dyet of 
the States of the Electorate now ſeparated after 
having granted to King Auguſtus an extraordinary 
Supply of One Million of Florins ; and that thar 
Prince having given the neceſſary Orders for the 
Adminiſtration of the Government in his Abſence,

91 Purſes, or 45700 Dollars: That Haſſan Baſſa ſent 
away the Keys, by an Expreſs, to the Port ; but 
having only an 120 Men in his Retinue, defird a 
Battalion of Muſcovites might be left under his 
Command, to ſecure him againſt the Coſſacks and 
Tartars : That the reſt march'd out with the 
uſual Marks of Honour, under rhe Admiral, who 
was going to overſee the demoliſhing of Tangaroch, 
and hop'd.to have fully ſettled every thing on thoſe 
Frontiers by the end of the Month. 

Notwithſtanding this Account, the Swedes and 
the French their Favourers {till pretended to have 
Advices, That the Port would begin a new War 
againſt the Muſcovites, upon the ſcore of the For.

Coſſacks ; as if the Czar would make any ſcruple of 
ſurrendering theſe when he had parted with 2 
Place of ſo much Importance as Aſoph, by the Los 
of which he was entirely precluded from a Port 
and his Navigation in the Euxine, and the many 
Ships and the fine Arſenal he had built at Veronirx 
were rendred entirely uſeleſs to him. 

It was indeed believed even by ſome of the 
C;ar's Friends, that he, being under a Conſtraint 
when he agreed to the Treaty of Falcin in Molds. 
via the Year before, would not ſurrender ſuch an 
Important Place as 4/oph, but rather venture ano- 
ther War with the Turks in order to preſerve it 
And becauſe it has been ſo often mentioned in the 
Courſe of the War between the two Nations, and

Wall form'd many Angles on the Ealt Side, and 
had one Bulwark only on that of the Weſt : The 
Turks had mereover added, as it were, a new Wall 
toit, which confiſted of Earth, and Four high Bul- 
warks, with a Ditch not well built; the Two Bul- 
warks to the South-eaft ſtood near enough to one 
another, and over againſt the Hill that command- 
ed the City: The Third to the South-Weſt was 
at a good Diſtance from the other Two; and the 
Fourth to the Weft yer farther from the Third: 
The Curtain between the Two laſt Bulwarks had 
in obtuſe Angle in the Middle: Fhere was alſo 
ſuch another Angle to the Curtain thar look'd ro 
the Eaſt, and turned upon the River, with Paliſa- 
does along the Shoar : A little above the City 
ſtood Two ſquare Stone Towers and on each ſide 
of the River, which by a thick Chain that crofled 
it, and their Artillery, could hinder the Coſſack 
Barks to paſs by, which were wont in the Night- 
time to go a Pyrating on the Black Sea. 

The Czar laid Siege to 4ſoph in Perfon in 605, 
but turned the Siege into a Blockade for that Win- 
ter; he renew'd it the following Year, defeated 
the Twkifb Fleet near ir, and the Town ſoon after 
was ſurrendred to him upon Articles: He has tince 
fortify'd it very much, for where the foremen- 
toned obtuſe Angle was, they added Two new 
Bulwarks, and enlarged and mended the old one, 
according to the Art of Modern Fortifcation : 
They raifed a Half. Moon between each Bulwark, 
and a Counterfcarp by rhe Ditch, as alfo a covered 
Way upon the other ſide, from whence they drew 
2 Line to the Top of the Hill which commanded 
the City, for the Defence of which Line they built 
a Fort: They likewiſe erected a new Fortreſs 
over againſt 4foph in the Morafs, with which it 
bad a Communication by a Bridge of 30 Arches : 
The Ciry, which is in the Middle, they nam'd Sr. 
Peter, and the Body of the Place conſiſts of Six 

N 4 Bul- 
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March. Bulwarks; the T'wo firſt face the River with a 
Halt Moon between them; the Bulwarks on each 
Side of them ſtand near one another; and the Two 
laſt thar look ro the North, are further diſtant and 
have Three Half Moons: They raiſed the Ground 
that ſo it might command Aſoph, and when the 
Wind is Southerly, the Mora/s is al under Water, 
ſo thar there is no coming at the Fortreſs, but by 
the Way of the Bridge: The Czar alſo ſpared no 
Charge nor Induſtry to make the Harbour kit for 
receiving large Men of War: So that upon the 
whole, Aſoph, if conſidered in reſpect to its vaſt 
Strength and commodious Situation, may be rec. 
koned one of the moſt conſiderable Places in the 
known World.

lemntz?S nia, where on the Firſt of this Month, he publick- 
bis old y ſolemnized his Wedding with his Empreſs Ca.

Campaign laſt Summer: About two Hours before 
that Prince ſer out from Moſcow the preceding 
Winter, he ſummoned the Empreſs Dowager, his 
Siſter, the Princeſs Natulia, and Two other Half. 
Siſters, to whom he declared this Lady to be his 
Empreſs, and that they ſhould pay her the Reſpect 
due to her in that Quality, and that in caſe any 
Misfortune {ſhould happen to him, during the 
Campaign, ſhould allow her the ſame Rank, Pri- 
vileges and Revenues as were uſual ro the other 
Dowagers ; for that ſhe was his real Wife, though | 
he had not then Time to perform the Ceremonies |

they were ordered to uſe: The Czar was married 
in the Habit of an Admiral, and for this Reaſon, 
T hey were nothis Firſt Miniſters or Nobility, but 
his Sea Officers that had the principal Share in the 
Solemnity of the Day: The Vice-Admiral Cruys 


and the Rear-Admiral of the Gallies were the 
Bride- 
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for the Year 172. 
Bridegroom's Fathers, and the Empreſs Dowager 
with the Vice-Admiral's Lady were the Bride-Mo- 
thers: The Bride-Maids were two of the Em- 
preſs Catharina's own Daughters, one above Five 
and the other above Three Years old; but as 
theſe Princeſſes were too tender to bear the Fa- 
tigue, after they had appeared for a little time, 
their Places were ſupply'd by the Cxar's Two Nie- 
ces, Siſters to the Dutcheſs of Courland. The 
Wedding was performed privately at Seven a 
Clock in the Morning, in a little Chappel belonꝑ- 
ing to Prince Menzikoff, where no Perſon aſſiſted 
but thoſe who were obliged to it by their Offices: 
The new married Couple retired to the Prince's 
Houſe, and ſtaying there till Ten, proceeded 
thence to the Czar's Palace, where all the Compa- 
ny was aſſembled, according to the Invitation : 
The Ceremony was very noble, with Trumpets, 
Kertle-Drums, and a great many rich Liveries and 
ſeveral Sleds with Six Horſes; Prince Menzikoff 
carried the Marſhal's Staff, and Vice-Admiral Crays 
was in the Sled with the Czar at his Right-hand as 
his Father. The Company at the Palace was very 
ſplendid, the Entertainment magnificent, and the 
Evening concluded with a Ball, Fire-works and 
Illuminations. 

Beſides the ordinary Buſineſs of the War, the 
Emperor's Time was pretty much taken up about 
the Hungarian Affairs, where the Proteſtants la- 
bour'd very hard to obtain the Redreſs of their 
Grievances in particular, and above all, the Revo- 
cation of a Decree, in a Dyet held under the Em- 
peror Leopold, whereby twas pretended, that the 
Vaſſals were obliged to profeſs the Religion of 
their Lords.

When M. Hame! Bruyninx preſented the forego. 
ing Mcmorial to the Emperor, he made a brief 
Recapitulation by Word of Mouth of what was 
contaia'd in it: To which his Imperial Majeſty 
anſwer'd on the Spot to the following Purpoſe. 


E 3 HAT it was very acceptable to his Majeſt 
: to ſee by that Remonſtrance, that their Hig 
Mightineſſes extended their Cares for the publick 
Good ſo far, as to the Preſervation of Quiet in 
Hungary: That tho' they were domeſtick Affairs, 
and none were more intereſted in them than the 
* Houſe of Auſtria it ſelf, yet his Majeſty to ſhow 
how great Regard he had for the Repreſentations 
and Interceſhons of their High Mightineſles, 
would grant to all his Subjects of that Kingdom, 
without Diſtinction, all & Juſtice and Protecti. 
on they could pretend to with any Right, and 
that he ſhould judge might ſuit with the com- 
mon [Intereſt and his own. | 

But that his Majeſty could not forbear on thisOc- 
caſion. to recommend with the utmoſt Earneſtneſs 
to their High Mightineſles, another Affair which 
rouched him very ſenſibly, and which was inh- 
nitely more conſiderable : Namely, the Continu-

This Capitulation, with the Approach of the 
Count 4 Albuquerque · with conſiderable Succours, 
who had marched 14 Days and 14 Nights, pre- 
vented the French from attempting any further, 
and obliged them to re-imbark, after having been 
66 Days aſhore, and loſt one Third of their Men 
in divers Skirmiſhes. But before they put to Sea, 
they ſold to Merchants and others of the City, as 
much of their plundered Effects as came to 300-0 
Cruſades, as alſo the Ships called Our Lady of Aſun- 
ca, St, Baptiſt, and St, Anthony; and carried off 
with them two other Ships laden with Booty, va» 
lued at ſome Millions. 

Though the French, according to their uſual 
Method, had very much magnity'd this Expedi- 
tion, yet we find by this Relation that it was bad 
enough; and the Portugueſe Court were as much 
diſſatisfied with it ar leaſt, as they were with the 
Pope's Nuncio upon ſome irregular and 3

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Proceeding againſt a Jcſuir- called Juan Ribeira, 
who is very much eſteem'd for his great Learning, 
eſpecially in the Canon Law, and is reputed one 
of the beſt Men of the whole Society. The King's 
Council having ſent for thar Father near a Year 
ago to conſult him on the Rights of Annats or 
Firſt- Fruits of certain Eccleſiaſtical Livings in that 
Kingdom paid to the Pope, which his Nuncio 
had conſiderably augmented ; that Father gave his 
Opinion thereupon in Writing, which was nor 
favourable to the Pretenſions of the Court of 
Nome. : 

This Affair had not been heard of ever ſince, 
till now that ſome Prieſts belonging to the Nuncio 
went to the Convent of the Jeſuits, and deſired to 
ſpeak with the Superior, "They were admitted, 
and thereupon ſhewed an Order from the Provin- 
cial or General of the Jeſuits, reſiding at Rome, 


by Virtue of which they degraded Father Fuan 


Ribeira with the utmoſt Infamy, ſtript him of his 
Cloaths to his very Shirt, and turned him out in- 
to the Street in the Day-time, without any reſpect 


to his great Age; for he had been in that Order 


above 60 Years. This Father being very venera- 
ble, and lov'd by the People, who look d upon 
him as a Saint, the barbarous Treatment he had 
receiv'd occaſioned great Murmurings, and the 


King expreſſed a high Reſentment againſt this 


Proceeding, as an Affront to his Royal Dignity, 
and an Invaſion of the Rights of his Sovereignty. 
The Council was aſſembled ſeveral times on this 
extraordinary Affair; and His Majeſty ſent Or- 
ders to the Superior of that Convent to withdraw 
in 15 Days out of his Dominions, upon Pain of 
being proceeded againſt as in Caſe of High-Trea- 
ſon. for having preſum'd to put in execution the 
Orders of the Pope in the Dominions of His Ma- 
jeſty, without his previous Approbation and Con- 
ſent. Father Ribeira was re. inſtated into his for- 
mer Place in that Covent, with a Satisfaction 
ſuitable to the Indignity he had receiv'd, and the 
Miniſters ſpoke thereupon to the Pope's Nuncio 
in ſuch Terms as muſt convince him, that that 
Court wou'd not ſuffer the Royal Dignity to be

The 14th theſe Articles were laid before the 
King, who appointed the Biſhop of Ermland, the 
Palarine of Maxuria, and the Caſtellany of Lublin 
to conſider the ſame. It ſeems there was ſome 
Alteration made in them ſoon after; for they 
reſolved to pay Part of the Arrears: due to the 
Forces of the Crown, and to ſend an Ambaſſy to 
Conſtantinople to confirm the Peace of Carlowiti

having declared Enemies of their Country ſuch , 
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ſhould infringe that Treaty. They reſolv'd alſo 
to ſend a Deputation to the Czar about the Rava- 
ges, committed by his Troops in the Territories of 
the Republick, and to defire him to recall his Forces 
from that Country; and having in a manner con- 
cluded every thing to the King's Satisfaction, they 
broke up on the 20th, adjourn'd their next Meeting 
to the 3d of December, and thereupon the King re- 
turn'd into Saxony. 

The ſeizing of a French Emiſſary about this time 
in the Empire, who went by the Name of Count de 
li Verne or Vergnacq,tho' ſome would have him to be 
a private Gentleman, made a great Noiſe ; the man- 
ner of it was thus. The Emperor having inform'd Count de 
the Elector of Hanover, that the Count had been la Verne 

carrying on Deſigns againſt the Empire in ſeveral fed d. 
Places, and that he lay conceal'd in or about Ham- 
burgh ; and the Emperor having likewiſe ſent an 
Order for his Electoral Highneſs to ſeize him, ſince 
he underſtood. he was to paſs thro? part of his Do- 
minions, his Electoral Highneſs manag'd the Affair 
with ſo much Secrecy and Conduct, that the ſaid 
Count and his Papers were taken and ſecur'd in the 
following Manner. The Count liv'd retir'd at 
Hamburgh for ſome time, and went from thence 
with ſome Miniſters to ſeveral Courts, as thoſe of 
Mecklenburgh and Berlin about Affairs of State. 
Tis ſuppos'd the Danes aſſiſted in the Diſcovery of 
him, as he was negotiating: Affairs under-hand in 
the Circle of Lower Saxony, He ſtaid a conſidera- 
ble time at the Court of Mechlenburgb-Swerin, on 
Pretence of tranſacting ſome Affairs there, as Ma- 
ſter of the Horſe to the Duke of Mirtemberg. Mont - 
beliard, He went from thence to Wand where 
he convers'd with ſeveral of the Foreign Miniſters; 
but finding he was ſuſpected, ſet out from thence 
on the 15th with the Holſtein Poſt, and took his 
Way by Meck/enburgb, in order to go with the 
Duke of that Name to Caſſel; and ſome ſaid, he 
delign'd for Berlin, taking a great way about; but 
the Elector of Hanover being well inform'd of his 
Motions, his Electoral Highneſs order'd the Gover- 
nor of the Durchy of Lunenburg ta obſerve and ſeize 
him, The Governor executed. his Orders with fo 
O 2 much

april. much Secrecy and 2 that he found him at 
WY V Danneberg in the Dutchy of Lunenbur and per. 
cefFing him in the Coach with the Duke of Meck. 
lenburgh, who was very much ſurpriz'd when he 
ſaw himſelf ſurrounded with a Regiment of Horſe, 
the Governor deſired to ſpeak in private with the 
Duke ; which being granted, he ſhewed his High- 
neſs the Emperor's Order, and that of the Elector, 
to ſeize the Count as an Emiſſary of France, The 
Duke ſaid nothing againſt it, ſo that the Count was 
immediately ſeiz d and carried to the Caſtle with 
his whole Retinue, and 3 Trunks full of Cloaths 
and Papers, Sc. and next Day he was carry'd Pri. 
ſoner with his Servants and Papers to Hanover. 

It was given out at firſt that the Count made ve. 
ry large Diſcoveries of the Intreagues he had car- 
ried on in Prejudice to the Common Cauſe, which 
would be of ſingular Uſe to his Imperial Majeſty 
and the Allies: But ſuch Diſcoveries are ſtill a Se. 
cret, or elſe they were never made.

This 
Article appeared very difficult, becauſe all the Can. 
tons had not acknowledged the Titles of ſome of

recommend the whole Republick. After the Se. 
paration of the Dyet, the Deputies of Zurich and 
Bern had ſeveral Conferences together about the 
Differences in Tockenburg ; and making a good Uſe 
of the Advice of the Ambaſſador of France, to paci. 
fy theſe Troubles, without ſuffering Strangers to 
concern themſelves therein, they refolv'd to bring 
the Abbot of St Gall to reaſon; and ſo much the 
rather, becauſe they had received certain Informa. 


tion that the Troubles occaſioned in the County of 


Tockenburz by the Abbot, had been fomented and 
encouraged by the Court of Rome, in order to make 
way for further Incroachments upon the Liberties 
of Proteſtants : They ſent accordingly 4000 Men 
out of each Canton, which being arrived on the 
Frontiers, ſignified to the Inhabitants, both Papiſts 
and Proteſtants, that they were advanced ehither 
to ſupport them equally in the Defence of their 
common Liberties, and aſſiſt them for maintaining 
the Form of Government which was ſettled ſome 
Years ago amongſt them, and under which they 
had ſince peaceably lived. Theſe Aſſurances en- 
couraged the Tockenburghers of both Communions, 
who having taken up Arms under the Command 
of the Sieur Nabholtx, ſurprized the 13th the Cloi- 
ſters of Magenaw, Waltweil, the New St. Fohn and 
Old St. John, belonging to the Abbot of St. Gal, 
who had very well fortify'd the two laſt; where- 
upon the Inhabitants of the Lower Tockenburgh, 
who had imprudently eſpouſed the Party of that 
Prelate, to the viſible Prejudice of their own Li- 


| berties, took up Arms and join'd the Troops of 


the Abbot. The 14, the Sieur Nabholtz advanced 
ro Biſhweiller, having obliged the other Party to 
abandon a Bridge, and finding 200 Men poſted and 
intrenched in the Church-yard, commanded by 
Captain Bollenger, who had abandon'd the Party 
of his Country, he ſummon'd them to ſurrender ; 
and upon their Refuſal he caus d 3 Pieces of Can. 
non to fire upon them, and took that Poſt Sword 
in Hand, taking the ſaid Bollenger and part of his 
Men, Priſoners.

ing refuſed, he cauſed 12 Peices of Cannon to fire 
upon thoſe Troops, which ran away, and ſo his 

Forces paſſed that River on ſcveral Bridges, and 
joy ned thoſe of Zurich, which together made an 
Army of 20000 Men. They made themſelves 
Maſters of the whole Country of Thurgow, and the 
Troops of the Abbot of St. Gall, being about ooo 
ſtrong, having broke the Bridge over the Thur at 
Tober, poſted themſelves at Vexnag. 

The Tockenburgers alſo put out their Manifeſto ; 
but there being nothing therein more particular 
than than the above-mention'd, we ſhall hear more 
of this Affair hereafter.

Hungary lying in our Way homewards, we find 
the Emperor's Journey thither put off for ſome 
time, he being, as it was ſuppoſed, deſirous to 
have ſome new Difficulties adjuſted before he ſet 
out, They told us the Hungarians pretended 1.

A Memorial, ſhewing, That the States General of the 
United Provinces are wrongfully charged (by the 
Reſolution or Votes of the Houſe of Commons of the 
Parliament of Great Britain, and by the Addreſs of

with having Faild in ſeveral ReſpeAs, during the 
Courſe of this preſent War, to furniſh what they 
ought of their Quota or Contingent, according to their 
Engagements. | 


HE Reſolutions or Votes above-mention'd,are 
dated Tue/day the 4 of February, * and 


1712. 

conceived in theſe Terms, Ge. r 
Theſe Reſolutions, or Votes, of the Houſe of 
Commons are thus drawn up in form of Deciſions, 
as a Charge againſt the States-General, who have 
the Honour to live with Her Majeſty of Great Bri. 
tain in a full and perfect Amity, and to be enga- 
ged with her in the ſtricteſt Alliances. Beſides, 
this is done at a Time when an Union and Harmo- 
ny betwixt Great Britain and the States of the Uni- 
ted Provinces is mote neceſſary than ever, to obtain 
a ſafe and honourable Peace. They are alſo follow. 
ed by an Addreſs that was preſented toHer Majeſty, 
which having been printed and publiſh'd; as well 
as their Votes or Reſolutions, muſt without doubt 
very much ſurprize thoſe who have but the leaſt 
Knowledge of the great and extraordinary Efforts 
which the States have made in this War, for the 
Support and Advancement of the Common Cauſe, 
— conſider of what Conſcquence thoſe Efforts 
have been to the ſaid Cauſe. | t 
But though it be impoſſible that the ſaid Reſolu- d 


tions and Addreſs ſhould fail of making a diſadvan- tl 
tageouslmpreſſion of the State upon thoſe who have b 
not an exact Knowledge of Affairs: yet they muſt w 
loſe very much of their Force, when it is 3 2 

that 0 
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them, without having any Opportunity dire&ly 
or indirectly to make known what they had to ſay 
on this Subject, or the leaſt Knowledge of the 
Eſtimates or Liſts upon which thoſe Votes were 
founded; in ſhort, without having any way left 
them to remove, by Explanation and neceſſary In- 
formations, the Prejudices that the Houſe ſeems to 
have entertained againſt their Conduct; which 
certainly is not conſiſtent with the Rules of Equity 
and Friendſhip. 

But as we have receiv'd, ſince thoſe Reſolutions 
were formed, a Copy from private Hands, of the 
Eſtimates laid before the Houſe, which probably 
gave occaſion to the ſaid Reſolves, and being there- 
by in ſome meaſure informed of the Grounds on 
which they were founded, we are in a Condition 
to make ſome Remarks upon them, which we be- 
lieve will be ſufficient to take off all the bad Im- 
preſſions which may have been given of the Con- 
duct of the States General, and to juſtiſie them 
entirely as to the Charge againſt them in the above- 
mentioned Votes and Addreſs thereupon preſented 
to the Queen. Our Remarks may be conveniently 
divided into Four Heads, according to the Eſti- 
mates or Liſts laid before the Commons, and ac- 
cording to the Order obſerv'd in their Addrefs, 
wherein they advance that the State has not an- 
ſwered their Quota of the Charge of the War in 
proportion to what has been done by Her Britifo 
Majeſty, viz. | 

I. In the Charge of the Sea Service. 

IT. In the Number of Troops in Flanders. 

III. For the Service of Spain and Portugal. 

IV. In the Subſidies. 

Before we enter upon the Diſcuſſion of each of 
theſe Heads, it is neceflary to lay down as a Foun- 
dation, That after the King of France had feiz'd 
the whole Spaniſh Monarchy for his Grandfon, and 
by taking Poſſeſſion of the Spaniſh Netherlands had 
wreſted from this State Her Barrier, and that he 


had acknowledged the pretended Prince of Wales 
tor King of Great Britain, all Europe finding them- 


F 3 ſelves 


that the Reſolutions and Addreſs were formed, ru. 
and the States General ſo poſitively condemned by WY WW 
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ſelves threatned with intolerable Slavery, His Ma- 
jeſty the late King of Great Britain and their High 
Mightineſſes, were obliged in 1502, for ſeveral 
known and lawful Reaſons, but chiefly for the De. 
fence of their own Liberty and that of the High 
Allies, to take up Arms with them, and enter into 
a War againſt: France. That the Alliances, and 


particularly that of the 34 of March:1677 made 


with the late King Charles II. that on the Ninth 
of Fune 1703, by which the two preceding ones are 
confirm'd and renew'd, and which was concluded 
with her preſent Majeſty ; and laſtly, the Treaty 
of the Grand Alliance made the 7th of September 
1701, oblige Her Majeſty and the States General, 
and every one in particular, to employ all their 


Force by Sea and Land, in order to obtain the End 


which was propoſed: in making the ſaid Alliance, 
without ſtipulating either in them, or in any other 
Treaties now in Being or ſubſiſting, any fix d Pro- 
portion according to which each of the High Allies 
of Great Britain and the State ſhou'd carry on the 
War. and regulate their Effort. | 

Tis truę that by the 4th Article of the Grand 
Alliance, and by the 8th of that between the State 
and Great Britain, both made in the Year 1701, it 
was thought proper that ſome Number of Forces 
ſhould be mentioned, but afterwards this Agree- 
ment was dropp'd without being pnt in Execution, 
either becauſe it was found to be attended with too 
many Difficulties, or that it was reckoned ſuperflu- 
ous. becauſe all the Alliances imported, that each 
of the Confederates ſhould make War with all their 
Forces by Sea and Land, and that 'twas believed 
they might rely upon one another's Fidelity. 

This Foundation thus laid, viz. That according 
to the Alliances, Great Britain and this State are 
obliged each to einploy all their Force in the pre- 
ſent War againſt the Common Enemy, and that 
the Quantum which each ought to furniſh is not 
determined either by the ſaid Alliances, or by an 
Agreement and particular Convention, it follows 
neceſſarily and inconteſtably, that the only Rule 
of this Quantum ought to be the Power of each, 


and that no other Proportion between Great Bri- 
| . tain 
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tain and this State ought! to be inquired into or ei, 
alledged, than that of their Ability: But that which- g5WW 


ſoever of theſe Two Potentates can prove, accor- 
ding to that general Proportion, or abſolutely 
without making any Compariſon, that it has em- 
ployed all its Force in the preſent War, for the 
Common Cauſe, the ſaid Potentate muſt be allow- 
ed to have ſatisfy'd all its Engagements, and can- 
not be charged to have been dehcient therein. 

Now 'tis evident that the Strength of Great Bri. 


tain is incomparably greater than that of this 


State. To be convinced of this, one need only 
conſider the extent of the Countries, Poſſeſſion 
and Commerce of Great Britain, with the Number 
and Wealth of its Inhabitants, and in a word, 
every thing which can contribute to make a State 
Powerful. 5 1 r 

This is alſo the Reaſon why in all the Treaties 
which have been made between England and this 
State, not only formerly in the Time of the Spaniſo 
War, but alſo ſince, except in ſome particular Ca- 
ſes, twas always obſerv'd in mentioning the Num- 
ber of Forces, ſo to proportion the Supplies of 
Troops on both ſides, as that thoſe of England 
ſhould be greater than thoſe of the State. They 
have been often regulated on the foot of two 
Thirds or three Fifths for England, againſt one 
Third or two Fifths for the State: And according- 
y by the Treaty of perpetual Alliance of the 3d ot 
March, 1674. England promiſed a Supply of roooo 
Men againſt 6000 which were to be furniſh'd by 
the State. 'This plainly proves, that though it 
ſhould be granted that Great Britain has contribu- 
ted much more than this State to the preſent War, 
it will by no means follow that rhe State has nor 
fulkil'd- her Engagements, fince her Forces are not 
equal to thoſe of Great Britain, and that it is upon 
this foot the Proportion ought to be regulated. 

Beſides, every oneknows that the States General 
have abundantly anſwered all that could be ex- 
pected from good and faithful Allies, whether the 
Eftorts be compared with thoſe of Great Britain 
and the other Allies, or conſidered in themſelves 
without any ſuch Compariſon. Certainly Poſteri- 
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ged to carry on a Second, by which 
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ty will ſcarce believe that a State which maintain d 
a very ſevere War in 1672, which ſhe could nor 
get our of but by extraordinary Efforts; and with. 
out having time to recover her Strength, was obli. 

che ſtill re 
mains charg d with very heavy Debts; we ſay, it 
would ſeem incredible that ſuch a State being 
engaged in a third War, ſhould be able ſtill to 
make ſuch great Efforts, and to continue them ſo 
long. Beſides the Inequality of Strength we have 
juſt now mentioned, there is this Difference be- 
tween Great Britain and the State, That Great Bri. 
tain neither felt the Burthen nor the Calamities of 


the firſt War againſt France; That in time of Peace 


ſhe keeps very few Troops on Foot; and that after 
the Peacy at Ry/wick ſhe disbanded molt of thoſe at 


that Time in her Pay, which was a very great 


Eaſe ro her ; whereas this State was obliged to 
maintain above 40000 Men. Another con{iderable 
Difference is, That in 1702 the Dominions of the 
State being the Seat of the War, ſufter'd very much 
by it; one Part of the Country was overflowed by 
breaking in of the Sea, another Part was laid under 
Water to defend it againſt the Enemy; not to 
mention the large Contributions we pay them annu- 


ally, to none of which Inconveniences Great Britain 


is ſubject. This being conſidered, together with 
her great Power, enables her to contribute much 
more to the War than this State. Beſides this, it 


wie make due Reflection on the Taxes of all Sorts 


which are raiſed on the Perſons and Eſtates of our 
Subjects, which Taxes are more numerous and 
more heavy than in Her Majeſty's Kingdoms, or 
in any other State of the World: Then if we con- 
ſider the immenſe Sums which this State was obli- 
ged to borrow each Year in the two laſt Wars, 
and particularly in this, it will be own'd that 
nothing but an extraordinary Love of of Liberty, 
and an inviolable Affection to the Common Cauſe, 
could oblige thus voluntarily to charge themſelves 
till they are ready to fink under the Burthen. Nor 
is there need of any other Evidence to prove that 
the States. General have fully and faithfully anſwer- 


ed all their Engagements, nay, and that they have 
| con- 
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contributed above their Strength to the Charge of April.

In general, this is ſufficient to remove all the 


Prejudices that appear in the Reſolves and Addreſs 
of the Houſe 3 Commons, and to efface all the 
Diſadvantageous Impreſſions which they might 
make on others. For though all the Deficiencies 
they charge upon the State were fully proved, and 
though it were certain that the States-General had 
contributed much leſs to the Charge of the War 
than Her Britiſþ Majeſty, it would nevertheleſs be 
true, that according to their Treaties they have 
employ'd all their Strength in the preſent War, and 
by conſequence, that in Proportion to their Pow- 
er they have done as much and/more than any of 
the Allies, Great Britain herſelf not excepted. 
Therefore the Commons have wrongfully, and 
without any Foundation, charg'd the States with 
not having anſwered their Engagements, and fur- 

niſhed their Quota. | | 
We ſhall more particularly prove this, by ex- 
amining one after another the Four principal 
Points of the Addreſs and Reſolutions of the Houſe 
of Commons; but in the firſt place we think our 
ſelves obliged to make ſome further Remarks on 
that Addreſs. They acquaint Her Majeſty, when 
they enumerate the Motives which induc'd the 
late King William to enter into the War, that ac- 
cording to the Treaty of the Grand Alliance, thoſe 
Motives were to afliſt the Emperor in his Pretenſi-

Yet this very Treaty of the Grand Alliance, on 
which they ground their Propoſition, ſets forth 
expreſly in the Preamble, that the Engliſh and 
Dutch were in imminent Danger of loſing the 
Liberty of their Navigation and Commerce in the 
Mediterranean, the Indies and other Parts; and 
that France and Spain were more and more united 
to trample upon the Liberties of Europe, and to ru- 
ine theirCommerce.

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April. Britain ſo directly and fo nearly, that tis eaſie to | 
WY WV infer from thence, that ſhe carries on the War as 
much for herfelf as for the Emperor, the States, or 
the other Allies. This appears yet more plainly 
from the ſeparate Article concluded the 12th of 
April yea, between the Emperor, the Queen of 
Great Britain, and the States General, which 
ought ro have the fame Force as if it was inferred 
verbatim in the principal Treaty. For the Affront 
put upon the late King Milliam, her preſent Ma- 
jeſty and the whole Britiſh Nation. by owning the 
pretended Prince of Wales for King of England, 
Scotland, and treland, being expreſly ſet down in 
this Article among the Motives of the War, as 
well as in Her Majeſty's Declaration of the War; 
which Motive could not have been inſerted in the 
Addreſs of the Houſe of Commons without too 
much weakening the above. mention d Propoſition, 
vir. That the Allies are on all Accounts equally 
concerned with Great Britain in the Succeſs of the 
War, and for moſt part a great deal more. Indeed 
it can't be conceived upon what Principle this Pro. 
poſition could be founded, nor in what Senſe it can 
agree with the Demands of Great Britain for a 
Peace. Her Majeſty demands. That rhe Moſt 
Chriſtian: King ſhall acknowledge Her; That he 
likewiſe own the Succeſſion in the Proteſtant Line 
in the Houſe of Hanover as it is eſtabliſned by Act 
of Parliament; That he refuſe all manner of Aid 
and Aſſiſtance to the Pretender; That he make 2 
Treaty of Commerce with Great Britain; That 
he demoliſh the Fortifications of Dunkirk, and fill 
up the Harbour, and that he yield to Her Majeſty 
the Iſlands of Sr. Chriſtopher and Newfoundland, with 
Acadia, and other Countries in Nerth- America, 
Now tis plain that theſe Demands are not of ſuch 
2 Nature, that they concern the other Allies as 
much or more than Great Britain herſelf. ; 
As to the Commerce in the Mediterranean, it 
cannot be ſaid with the leaſt Colour of Reaſon, that 
all the Allies have an equal Intereſt in it with Great

We come now to examine thoſe Articles by 
which 'tis pretended, that the States General have 
not furniſh'd their Quota towards the Charges of 
the War. The firſt relates to the Sea Service. On 
this Head, 'tis advanc'd, that for ſome: Years the 
States General have furniſh'd two Thirds, and ge- 
nerally not half their Contingent for that Service. 
This is a very general Propoſition, and another 
general one to the contrary might perhaps be ſuffi- 
cient to anſwer it, after which it might be left to 
the Judgment of thoſe who know the preſent Po- 
{ture of Affairs, which. of thoſe two general Propo- 
fitions is the moſt probable: It would alſo have 
been very difficult to anſwer it otherwiſe, if there 
had not been imparted to us by private Hands a 
Copy of the Paper deliver'd' into the Houſe of 
Commons, by the Commiſſioners of rhe Admiralty 
of Great Britain, in which are ſpecify'd the Ships 
of the Line that were furniſh'd Year after Year by 
her Bratsſþ Majeſty and on the part of the States 
General, to act jointly in the Channel and the Medi- 
terranean. Tis inſerted at the End of this Memo- 
rial, and mark'd No. I. and 'twas doubtleſs on this 
Paper, that the Reſolutions of the Houſe of Com-

"Tis there laid down as a Certainty, that the 
Quota of the States in Naval Armaments with re- 
ſpect to Great Britain, is Three to Five, and they 
found this on the Agreement on the 27th of April, 
1689. But on this occaſion it muſt be obſerved, 
that the 7th Article of the Treaty of the gth of 
June, 1703. by which the ſaid Agreement was re- 
newed, imports, that the entire Quota of Ships of 
War which each were to furniſh by virtue of that 
Agreement, ſhall be regulated every Year, and that 
the Rendezvous as well as the reſpective Stations 
appointed for the ſaid Ships, ſhould likewiſe be a- 
greed upon at the ſaid time. In Purſuance hereof, 
her Majeſty the Queen of Great Britain thought fit

to ſend hither one of her Admirals almoſt every 


Year. The neceſſary Conferences were held with 
them, in which the Number of Ships to be fitted 
out, and the Places where to be employ'd, were 
the chief Points conſider' d. Upon this it common. 
ly happen'd, that the Projects exhibited on the part 
of her Britiſy Majeſty, propoſed a greater Num. 
ber of Ships than thoſe of the Sate, and much more 
Regard was had to the Security of the Channel than 
to that of the North. Sea. Tis likewiſe to be ob. 
ſerv'd, that the Paper of the Lords Commillioners 
of the Admiralty, does not ſay a Word of the Ships 


employed in that Sea, which is partly the Cauſe 


why they reckoned the Quota furniſhed by the 
State ſo low. The Sentiments of the States General 
upon this Subject have always been, that the Num. 
ber of Ships which were to be equipp'd every Year 
in Common, ought to be regulated according to a 


reaſonable Eſtimate of the Enemies Force, and of 


the Ships which he could ſend into the Mediterra. 
nean, the Channel or the North-Sea, ſo that there 
was always a moral Certainty that the Fleets and 
Squadrons of Great Britain and this State, whether 
they acted in Conjunction or Separately, would be 
ſuperior to thoſe of the Enemies. The Terms in 
Conjunction or Separately were uſed, becauſe twas 
ever the Opinion of the State, that the Ships of her 
Majeſty and the States General which ſhould be 
ſent to Portugal and the Mediterranean ought to act 
in Conjunction; that the Security of the Channel 
ought to be left to her Majeſty's particular Care; 
and that of the North Sea to the States General. The 


Reaſons affign'd for this, were becauſe Great Bri- 


rain had a greater Point of Commerce, in the Chan- 
nel, and could, by its Situation and the Convent- 
ency of its Harbours, ſend and keep Ships there 
more eaſily than the Sate. And on the other hand 
the State, for the very ſame Reaſons, could ſend 
and keep her Ships in the North Sea with more 
Conveniency than Great Britain. But Caſes of Ne- 
ceſſity were always reſerv'd, in ſuch manner, that 
if the Enemy, contrary to all Expe&ation, ſhould 


make any extraordinary Armament, and fend any 


Fleet or Squadrons into the Channet or North = 
then 
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then the Squadrons on both ſides ſhould join, in nil. 


whole or in part, in the Channel or in the North 
Sea, as occaſion ſhould require. It was not belie- 
ved, that for ſome Years paſt, it was neceſſary to 
keep A Squadron before Dunkirk, Experience ha- 
ving ſhewed us oftner than once, that there was 
yery little Advantage to be reap'd by it, and that 
was almoſt impoſſible ſo to block up that Har- 
bour, as to hinder Ships from getting out of it. 
Beſides, the laſt Year, moſt of the Dunkirk Ships 
having failed to other Places,there was not enough 
left there to form a Squadron. | 

As theſe Sentiments were well founded, they 
were for the moſt part follow'd, and with good 
Succeſs. The Proof of this is evident; for ſince 
the Loſs ſuſtain'd by France at Vigo in 1702, and 
that which ſhe ſuffer'd in the Sea Fight near Mala- 
24 in 1704, ſhe has not been in a Condition to put 
any conſiderable Fleet to Sea; the only one they 
had ſince, was in the Mediterranean, Anno 1705. 
to ſupport the Siege of Barcelona; but ſo inconli- 
derable, that they retir'd upon fight of the Con- 
A Fleet, without daring to hazard a Bat- 
dle. 

After having thus ſhewn on what Foundations 
this State did annually regulate their Naval Equip- 
ments, it is proper to examine it it has furniſh'd 
its Quota in proportion to that of her Britiſh Maje- 
ſty, which certainly it has not done, if we ma 
believe the Paper of the Commiſſioners of the Ad- 
miralty of Great Britain, But in the firſt Place, 
ſuppoſe there were nothing to be objected to the 
Liſt of the Ships which they ſay was furniſh'd by 
her Majeſty, and that we take it on Truſt as they 
have ſet it down in their Paper; yet we may ask, 
Whether all the Ships which they ſet down as em- 
ploy'd in the Mediterranean and the Channel, were 
= needful there ? A Queſtion which would not 
be altogether improper ; for there were ſome Years 
wherein the Number of Ships employ'd for that 
Service did very much exceed what her Majeſty 
herſelf did propoſe. For Inſtance, they reckon 74 
Ships for 1704, and 79 for 1705. yet the Propo- 
lals made by Admiral Mizchel for thoſe Years = 

man 
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mand only 24 Ships from the State to anſwer 60 
of her Majeſty's, both for the Service of the Medi. 
terranean, the Channe!, and the North-Sea, How 
comes it then that the Lords Commiſſioners of the 
Admiralty do now reckon for her Majeſty's Quota 
74 and 79 Ships for the Service only of the Medi. 
terranean and the Channel; and that they demand 
as the Quora of this Sate 44 Ships for one Year, 
47 for another? We leave it to every Man's Judg- 
ment, whether this Number of Ships would not 
have been too great for the Service we are to ex. 
pect from them, and to the Force which the Ene. 
my could then put to Sea? The Sentiments of the 
States were, that 24 Ships on their part, and 40 
on that of her Majeſty, would have been enough 
for the Service of thoſe Years. | 

It muſt be obſerved further, That of all the Ships 
which the State has furniſh'd, there is no Notice 
taken in this Paper of any but ſuch as jointly ſerv'd 
with thoſe of her Majeſty in the Mediterranean or 
Channel, and not the leaſt mention of the North- 
Sea, the Care and Security of which were left al- 
moſt intirely for ſome Years to the States, We are 
not to wonder after this, that the Number of Ships 
furniſh'd by the . States General appears ſo ſmall in 
the Paper of the Lords Commiſſioners of the 
Admiralty, when compar'd with thoſe of the 
Queen of Great Britain, ſince they cut off all that 
ſerv'd in the North Sea, and mention only ſuch as 
acted in Conjunction with her Majeſty's Ships. 

This Omitſion, no doubt, gave occaſion to thoſe 
injurious Reſolutions of the Houſe of Commons; 
and we have reaſon to think they would never 
have come into them had they known the Reaſons 
of the States, We may judge of this by the fol- 
lowing Liſt, that contains the true Number of 
Ships which the States have employed during this 
War for the Common Cauſe in the Mediterranean, 
the Channel, and the North-Sea, They are all 
Ships of the Line, without reckoning Friguts or 
other leſſer Ships. 
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All this is Fact, and can be prov'd by good au- 
thentick Voucheis: So that it is wrong, and with- 
out any Foundation, that they charge the State 
with not having furniſhed its Quota for the Sea- 
Service. . 

The Second Head relates to the Troops in Han- 
ders, as to Which 'tis complain'd that the States 
General have not obſerved the firſt Proportion of 
Three to Two, which they agreed upon with the 
late King Filiam; That they have furniſhed 
20837 Men leſs than their Quota; And that they 
have not fulfil'd the Condition for prohibiting: 
Commerce and Correſpondence with France, on 
which the Troops of Augmentation were granted 
in 1703. For clearing of this Head, we thought 
it would not be improper to ſubjoin to this Memo- 
rial the Eſtimate (mark'd No. II.) of the Forces, as 
well of the Queen's as the Srates General, that was 
delivered into the Houſe of Commons, and upon 
which, as far as we can judge, they founded their 
Reſolutions. 

Our firſt Remark on this Eſtimate of the Forces 
is, That here they confound in a general Article 
the 44992 Men which the States kept in Pay after 
the Peace of Ry/wick, with the 34866 Men whom 
they took again into their Service immediately af- 
ter the Death of King Charles II. of Spain ; and 
that in the Year 1702, they have likewiſe mix'd 
the Troops which the States took into Pay that 
Year, with thoſe they hired from ſeveral Princes 
the Beginning of the Year before. Had not theſe 
In Things been confounded, it would have clearly 


- appear'd, 
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appear'd, that the States had augmented their 
Troops with 50000 Men, long before Great Bri. 
rain made any conliderable Augmentation; which 
certainly ought to have been allow'd for in the Ac- 
count, conſidering the Expence the States had been 


at in maintaining many Troops alone, 


We ſhall not inſiſt on other particular Miſtakes 
in the ſaid Eſtimate, but content our ſelves to ſhew, 


that it does no way prove what they pretend to 


prove by it. For Example, Ir does not thereby 
appear that the Srates furniſh'd 20837 Men too 
few, or that the Queen of Great Britain had 13892 
too many for the War in Flanders, Tis certainly 
very ſurpriſing that ſuch a Concluſion ſhould be 
drawn from an Eſtimate, by which, on the con- 
trary, it appears very plain that the States of the 
United Provinces, though much inferiour in Power 
and Strength to Great Britain, did not only furniſh 
and keep in Pay from the Beginning of the War to 
this preſent Time as many Troops as that Crown, 
but a great many more. From hence we may eaſi- 
ly perceive, that this ſtrange Concluſion was not 
naturally deduced from the Premiſes, but that 
to make it out they were forced to ſuppoſe Propo- 

I. That at the Beginning of the War, the States 
obliged themſelves to furniſh in Flanders 60000 
Men for the Field againſt 40000 to be furniſhed by 
Great Britain, and that the States ſhould over and 
above maintain 42000 Men in Garriſon. 

II. That the States were obliged to contribute 


according to this Proportion of 60 to 40, or 3 to 2, 
towards the Expence of the Troops which have 


ſince been taken into the Service of Her Majeſty of 
Great Britain and the States. 
But we cannot ſee by this Eſtimate of the Troops 


on what it is they pretend to found the ſecond Pro- 


poſition. As to the firſt, It ſeems to be founded on 
a Verbal Meſſage which King William of Glorious 


Memory ſent to the Parliament in 1602 by Mr. 


concluded onthat Head, and we preſume that they 


Secretary Vernon, and in the Addreſs of the Houſe 
of Commons, they ſuppoſe that an Agreement was 


Pre: 
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'Tis certainly very ſtrange, that they ſhould 
make no Scruple to charge the States, without firſt 
hearing them, with ſo conſiderable a Deficiency, 
and upon no other Proofs than a Verbal Meſſage 
or an Agreement. which is ſuppoſed to have been 
concluded, but without any Ground, themſelves 
having own'd a little before that *rwas never yer 
ratified. . Tis true, the States were oblig'd to hold 
their Peace, though Great Britain at the Begin- 


ning of the War furniſhed no more than 40000 


Men in the Netherlands, which was ſo great a Diſ- 
proportion to what was furniſh'd by this State, but 
tis no leſs true, that the States were obliged to 
ſubmit to it, not by Virtue of an Agreement or 
Convention, or becauſe *twas reaſonable, but be- 
cauſe the Parliament did not grant any more. The 
Reaſons of which are known to all the World, and 
ſeveral Perſons may {till remember them. This 
Diſproportion was ſufficiently complained of by 
the States, but they were oblig*d:to have Patience 
and to comfort themſelves with Hopes, that if the 
War. continued, it would be afterwards redreſſed. 

But now to ſhew that theſe T'wo Propoſitions 
are very ill grounded, we ſhall only ſay that we are 
very well aſſured it can never be prov'd on the 
Part of Great Britain, that the States General 
obliged themſelves to maintatin 60000 Men in 
the Field, and 42000 in Garriſon, nor that they 
own'd, which is the eſſential Point, that Great 
Britain would anſwer all her Engagements, by 
furniſhing only 40000 Men for 102000 furniſhed 
by the State, nor that in ſhort wy ever agreed to 
obſerve this unequal Proportion for the Time to 
come, in maintaining the Troops with which 
the Army in the Netherlands might afterwards be 
reinforced, | 

Nor was there indeed the leaſt Reaſon for this, 
Great Britain and the States are equally oblig'd by 
the 6th Article of the Treaty of the 3d of March 
1678, and by the 7th Article of the Treaty of the 
ith of November 1701, to aſſiſt one another mutu- 
ally with all their Strength * all their Forces by _ 

Wu 
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aud Land, and by the 4th Article of the Treaty of 


the Grand Alliance, they are likewiſe engaged to 


ſupport one another with all their Strength. 


Great Britain was then as ſhe is at preſent, beyond 


all Contradiction much more Powerful than this 


State, and ſince ſhe could not in the Beginning of 
the War make good in Spain or in Italy what was 


wanting of her Troops elſewhere, as ſhe has been 
able to do ſince, it is evident, that in order to ful. 
fil the abovemention'd Treaties of the 3d of March 


1678, of the 11th of November 1701, and of the 


Grand Alliance; ſhe ought neceſſarily to have 


augmented her. Troops in Flanders conſiderably, 
and to have maintained an Army there far more 


numerous than that of the State. It was the only 


Place then where the Two Potentates had Armies, 
and if they would have obſerved any reaſonable 
Proportion, that was the Place where it ought to 
have been done. | 


As to the Nature of this Proportion, if they 


would have followed by Land that which was e- 


ſtabliſhed by Sea, and which had actually been 
obſerved in the Number of Troops murually ſti. 
pulated by the faid Treaty of the 3d of March 
1678, in the firſt ſeparate Article, it ought ro have 
been Five to Three; that is to ſay, that Great 


Britain ought to have furniſh'd 170000 Men a- 


gainſt 102000, which it is pretended the States 
obliged themſelves to maintain in Flanders, for the 


Field and in Garriſons. When we ſay 170000 


Men, we comprehend the Guards and Garriſons 
neceſſary in Great Britain, otherwiſe the Proporti- 
on might have been reduced to 100000 Men, a. 
gainſt 60000 of the State, which they pretend 
ought only ro be reckoned in the Proportion, tho' 
without any Foundation, as we ſhall ſee afterwards; 
bur if they would follow the Proportion of Two 
Thirds, which has been done on ſeveral other Oc- 
caſions during the War, in that caſe Great Britain 


| ſhould have brought to the Field 120000 Men a- 


gainſt the ſaid 60000, or rather ſhe ought to have 


furniſhed 204000 Men againſt the ſaid 102000 of 


the State, including the Guards and Garriſons. 
n 
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In ſhort, if inſtead of ſeeking for the Proportion 


in the Augmentation of the Troops of Great Bri- 
tain, with relation to thoſe of this State, they had 
rather choſe to ſeek it in the Reduction of the 
Troops of the State with relation to thoſe of Great 
Britain, it will be found that the States General 


were not oblig'd to furniſh on the Foot of Three 


to Five, any more than 24000 Men; and on the 


Foot of One to Two, only 20000, which would 


have fully anſwered their Proportion to the 40000 


Men of Great Britain; whereas according to their 
own Eſtimate laid be fore the Houſe of Commons, 


they did not furniſh only 60000Men, but indeed 
68242 Men, beſides the 42000 for Garriſons. By 


which tis evident, that the State had no Reaſon 
to ſubmit to a Propoſition fo unreaſonable as that 


before mentioned, or to be fatisfy'd with it, 


Suppoſe now that the State conniving at ſuch 


an exceſſive Diſproportion, had engaged, as is pre- 
tended, at the Beginning of the War to furniſh in 
the Netherlands 6oooo Men for the Field, and 
42000 for Garriſons, againſt 40000 furniſhed by 
Great Britain; it will by no means follow from 
thence, that ſhe ought to ſubmit. to the ſame Diſ- 
proportion With relation to the Troops wherewith 
the Two Potentates have ſince thought fit to aug- 


ment their Forces in order to puſh on the War 


with more Vigour in Flanders. 


On the contrary, one would think that Great 


Britain, conſidering the Exceſs of this Diſpropor- 
tion, and the Good-will of the State ro make the 
greateſt Efforts at firſt, in order to animate others 
by her Example, would have been induced volun- 
arily to take upon herſelf the ſole Burthen of ſuch 
new Expences as might be judged neceſſary for the 
Advantage of the Common Cauſe, whether with 
reſpe& to the Netherlands or other Countries, till 
that Diſproportion had been entirely made up. 
And though, when 'twas reſolved to augment 
the Army in the Netherlands with 20000 Men, in 
the ſecond Year of the War, Great Bricain would 
not be prevail'd with to take upon herſelf the whole 


Charge of that Augmentation, yet ſhe never pre- 
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tended either then or ſince, that the State way 
obliged to bear more than a Moiety. | 

The Diſtinction made between the 60000 Men, 
which 'tis pretended ſhould have ſerved in the 
Field, and the 42000 applied to Garriſons, well 
deſerves a particular Remark, Tis pretended that 
the 60000-Men only, ought to be conſidered in the 
Proportion to be obſerved berween the Troops of 
Her Britiſh Majeſty, and thoſe of the States Gene- 
ral, as if the keeping of 42000 Men was only a 
private Charge, which ought not to be computed 
among thoſe of the War. _ 2: 

But what is more unreaſonable than this Preten- 
ſion? The States was in a manner block'd up at 
the Beginning of the War by the Troops of France, 
which put her under a Neceſſity of reinforcing her 
Garriſons, as is ſuppoſed, to 42000 Men, while 
Great Britain by her happy Situation, could do 
with a far leſs Number. Where is there any 
Ground, what Reaſon is there to pretend that the 
State ſhould not bring their Troops into the Ac- 
compt with thoſe of Her Britiſg Majeſty ? If not 


all of them, or at leaſt ſo many of them as exceed 


the Number of Guards and Garriſons in Great 
Britain, It cannot be denied, that when Two 
Allies of equal Power engage to make a War in 
common with all their Forces, omnibus Viribus, and 
that for Inſtance, when one of the T'wo finds occa- 
fon for 20000 Men more than the other for his 
Garriſons, in this Caſe 'twould be neither reaſon- 
able nor poſſible, that the one ſhould take the Field 
with as many Troops as the other. How much 
leſs then when this Caſe falls out between Two 
Allies of unequal Ability? And when he who has 
need of 28000 Men more for his Garriſons, is very 
much inferiour to the other in Power ? | 
But ſuppoſe that the Garriſons of the Places be- 
longing to the State ought not to be ſet down, nei- 
ther in whole nor in part, in the Liſt of the Troops 
furniſhed againſt the Enemy, 'twould till be a 
great Miſtake to compute them at 42000 Men for 
every Year of the War, *Tis true, that the Liſt 
of the Garriſons which is made out yearly before 


the taking of the Field, has amounted ſome Years 
to 
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1 to 49000 Men; but 'tis very well known, that as 4 
ſoon as the Army was formed. immediately part S NW 
of the Garriſons of che Places which ir cover'd, was 
U drawn out; and that the reſt, except a few Regi- 
ments, were always order'd to be in Readineſs, to 
March at the firſt Command, to replace ſuch Re- 
c Wl giments as ſhould ſuffer moſt in Sieges and Battles, 
5 which has been the Caſe almoſt every Year : So 
4 that their High Mightinefles have been oblig'd to 
be at the Charge of Recruits and Waggons for a 
great part of the Regiments that were in Garriſon 
as well as for thoſe that were in the Field. 

It is as well known, that untill the Reduction of 
Brabant and Flanders; that is to ſay, till 1706, a 
Flying Top was form'd annually in Flanders our 
of the neighbouring Garriſons which emptied all 
thoſe Garriſons in general above a full third Part 
of their Men: That this Camp obliged the Ene- 
my to keep a much greater Number of Troops in 
the Country of Waes, and along the Canal of Bru- 
ges; and that fince 1706, it is ſo far from being 
true, that the Garriſons of the States took up above 
42000 Men, that they never amounted to the third 
of'em: All rhe reſt are ſent to the Field, and this 
was the cauſe why the Dominions of the State were 
invaded ofrner than once; which would not have 
happen'd, had their Garriſons been ſtronger. a 

Tis true, that part of the States Troops have 
been employ'd in the Spaniſh Garriſons; but ſo 
have thoſe of her Majeſty; and there they now 
actually ſerve as well as thoſe of the States Gene- 
tal. And if ſince the reducing of Lifle, Tournay, 
and other Places that have been conquer'd in French 
Flanders and Artois, we have been obliged to put 
Garriſons into them, thoſe of the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands, which they now cover, have been conſide- 
bly leflen'd. Beſides, the Enemy has been there- 
by reduced to a Neceflity, for the 2 of his 
Frontiers, to double his Garriſons in thoſe Places, 
and to extend them as far as the Soamme. It is 
wrong then to pretend, that the Army was wea- 
bend by putting Garriſons into the conquer'd 
Towns ; bur eſpecially to affirm, as the Commons

It appears by the Account as above, firſt, That 
Great Britain has furniſh'd 14,597 Men over and 
above the 40000 and the 10000, and not 25, 178 
as is pretended. — That tho* we ſhould 
grant the miſtaken Propoſitions of Great Britain, to 
wit, that at the Beginning of the War the State 
had agreed to furniſh in Flanders 102000 Men a- 

gainſt 40000 had performed her Treaties, and that 
the State ought to pay three Fifths of the Troops 
of Augmentation ſince 1703, and Great Britain two 
Fifths, even then the Diſproportion ſo much com- 
plained of would be reduced to 4303 Men. 

As to which Equity would oblige them to conſi- 
der, 1ſt, That the State had augmented her Troops 
above 50000 Men, long before Great Britain made 
any conſiderable Augmentation on her part. And, 
2dly, That according to the ſaid Liſt, the State 
has paid for ſome Years 8242 Men, (or the Errors 
of the Liſt being corrected) 7385 Men, above 
102000, Which they pretend by Miſtake the gate 
was obliged to furniſh as her Quota, and above 
the Moiety of the 20000 Men taken into "we in 
1703. ſo that even tho' we ſhould take all the Pre- 
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tenſions of the Houſe of Commons to be well foun- 


ded, as they are not, the pretended Diſproportion 
| in 
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in queſtion would be ſo well ballanc'd by the Two il. 


Articles above-mention'd, that it would vaniſh 

entirely, and not ſo much as deſerve to be thought 
n. : | 

I This is enough fully to confute the Reſolutions 

and Addreſs of the Houſe of Commons upon this 


Head. All that remains, is to anſwer the Reproa- 


ches therein caſt upon the State, as not having 
performed the Condition for prohibiting Com- 
merce, upon which the Augmentation of 20000 
Men was granted in 1703. In order to confute 
this Objection alſo, it will be ſufficient to premiſe, 
that before-it can be affirm'd, as is done, that the 
States has been deficient in that pretended Condi- 
tion, it muſt be proved that ſhe accepted it, which 
ſhe can never be proved to have done longer than 
for one Year. The State conſented to that Prohi- 
bition, notwithſtanding the Hardſhips they found 
in it, and which had no place in England, becauſe 
Commerce with France was in a manner prohibited 
there, even during the Peace. But their Engage- 
ment was only for a Year, by way of Tryal, and 
by no means as a Condition to which the Augmen- 
tation of the Troops was annex'd, and 'twas on] 
out of pure Deference to the Sentiments of her Bri. 
tiſh Majeſty, who defired it, and had cauſed In- 
ſtances to be made on that Subject. The Agrec- 
ment was exactly obſerved all the Time it laſted, 
and after its Expiration, the States General noti- 
ty'd to her Majeſty, the Reaſons they had againſt 
prolonging it. Theſe Reaſons were acquieſced in, 
there was no more Talk of the Prohibition of 
Commerce, the Augmentation of 20000 Men was 
continued, and the Houſe of Commons granted 
every Year the neceſſary Subſidies for the Prohibi- 
tion which Great Britain was to contribute thereto, 
without ever making the leaſt Objection as to the 
Prohibition or Condition. Is it not then ver 
ſtrange, that after ſo long a ſpace of 'Time, this 
Matter ſhould now be reviv'd again,and a Pretence 
drawn from it to charge the State with not having 
perform'd a Condition which it did not accept, 
or only accepted for a Year? 


There 
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There is alſo in the Addrefs of the Houſe of 
Commons an Aſſertion in Fact, which might 
give occaſion to a great Miſtake, if it was paſs'd 
by without an Anſwer. They therein affert, that 
by the War in the Netherlands the State has made 


great Acquiſitions, as well in Revenues, as in Ter. 


ritories and Dominions; That out of the Revenues 
of thoſe rich conquered Provinces, ſhe might raiſe 
and maintain a conſiderable Augmentation of 
Troops againſt the Common Enemy, if they were 
duly applied for that End ; but that the State in- 
ſtead of employing 'em for that Uſe as they ought, 
had diverted them to her own Eafe, and for the 
maintaining her Quota, as the ſame was regulated 
from the Beginning. 1 

All the world knows, and it cannot be unknown 
to Exgland, that ſince the Battle of Ramelies, French 
Flanders and Arteis have been the Theatre of the 
War; That Two Armies far more numerous than 
thoſe of any of the preceding Years, have acted 
and ſubſiſted there; That the Enemy continually 


raifed Contributions from them, and that the 
apen Country is fo ruined by Foragings, raiſmg of 


Pioneers, Waggons, Horſes, and ſtill more by 


Ravages, Plunders, demolifhing of Houſes, felling 


of Trees, the Flight and Mortality of Men and 
Carre}, Sc. that *twill require a very long Time to 
reſtore it to a tolerable Condition. The Inhabi- 
rants of the Towns have alſo their Share in theſe 
Calamities. They are oppreſſed with numerous 
Garrifons, ro which they are obliged ro furniſh 
Lodging. Fire and Candle. Inſtead of making 
any Profit by their Lands, they are obliged: to 
maintain their Peaſants at their own Charge, be- 
cauſe orherwiſe they would ſtarve with Hunger, 
or abandon the Farms: The Commerce and Ma- 
nufactures, which were hitherto the principal 
Riches of Liflte and Tournay are quite loft, the 
Workmen lay down their Employs, or are oblig d 
by their Extreme Poverty to liſt themſelves in the 
Army. A Country fo miferable muſt be very un- 
able to furniſh the State wherewith to maintain a 
great Number of Troops againſt the Common 


Enemy, efpecially if we reckon the ordinary and 
3 indifper- 
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ons and Buildings ruined or very much damaged 
by Sieges, and the Filling of Magazines — — 
by the long Defence of Places, and other the like 
Charges at the Expence of the State. | 
But not to dwell upon general Arguments, it 
will be proper to take notice, that from the Year 
17:6, that is to fay, ſince the raking of Menin, 
the States have receiv'd by thoſe Conqueſts (which 
tis pretended brought them in ſo much Wealth) 
no more than 1590916 Livres; a Sum ſo ſmall in 
Compariſon of the Charges which they were obli- 
ed to be at for repairing the Fortifications, and 
Fling up the Magazines of Menin, Liſle, Tournay, 
Doway, Bethune, Aire, St. Venant, and Bouchain, 
and for the other Reparations made within fix 
Years time to all Places, none can aſſert with 
Juſtice, that the ſame has not been laid out in thar 
Country. 5::.* - | | 
Tis plain that in England they have conceiv'd 
ſuch an Idea of the Revenue of the Conqueſts in 
Flanders, as is very remote from the Truth. The 
Town and Caſtellany of Liſte, with Doway, Or- 
chies and its other Dependencies, is without Con- 
tradicton the richeſt Conqueſt that has been made 
in the Nethetlands, Yet the moſt Chriſtian King 
never raiſed from it, in Time of Peace, above 3 
or 400000 Livres Flemiſh Money, (which is 12 per 
Cent, leſs im Value than that of Holand) whether 
under the Name of Aids, Domains, Fortihcations, 
or other ordinary Impoſts, except only the Duties 
of Import and Export, of which, though a juſt 
Eſtimate cannot be made, becauſe they are inclu- 
ded in the general Farm of the conquered Coun- 
tries, yet *tis certain they are at preſent upon a ve- 
ry indifferent Foot. The extraordinary Subſidies 
and the Capitation by which the Revenues of the 
King of France have been angmented to ſupport 
the War, did not bring him in 4ocooo Livres per 
Annum Flemiſh Money from the Beginning of this 
War to 1704. about which Time it was augmen- 
ted with 82540 Livres per Annum, but under an 
expreſs Condition on the part of the States, and a 
Promiſe on the part of the Court, that 3 
ug- 
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Avril. Augmentation the Province ſhould be free from 
al other kind of Impoſts, and that the ſame ſhould 
ceaſe as well as the Capitation and other extraordi- 
nary Aids, the very Day the Peace ſhould be pro- 
claim'd. This was all that the King of France 
could raiſe continually out of the Country. Not 
but that at ſeveral Times he has actually drawn 
ſeveral other conſiderable Sums from it, by the 
Creation of a great Number of Officers very bur- 
thenſome to the Eſtates, Magiſtrates and Commu- 
nitics or the Country, ſome having been made 
Hereditaries, and others redeem'd again by the 
Eſtates and other Communities. But without ex- 
amining whether ſuch Means be lawfully us'd in a 
Country where the Sovereign can levy no Money 
without the Confent of the Eſtates, it will be ſuffi. 
cient to ſay, that thoſe Methods can be but once 
made uſe of. 
We may ſee by this, whether the Houſe of 
Commons had any Ground to ſuppoſe in their 
Addreſs, that the State drew from her Conqueſts 
in the Netherlands, ſuch an Augmentation of Re. 
venues as could maintain a great Number of 
Troops, but that ſhe applies it for her own Eaſe 
toward the furniſhing her Quota. - - 
The Third Article is no better founded than 
1 the Two preceding ones. They therein complain, 
14 that the State has not furniſh:d what it ought for 
| the War in Spain and Portugal, and give Eſtimates 
| thereof, which are fubjoin'd at the End of this Me- 
1 morial, and marked No. 3 and 4. 2 
4 If they have the leaſt Equity, and any ways con- 
= - fider the great Efforts abovementioned, which 
if have been made by the State in theNetherlands they 
= will agree no doubr, that it was not reaſonable to 
| pretend that the States General ſhould ſtill contri- 


| bute to this other War, an equal Share with Her 
= Britiſh Majeſty, and that indeed it is not poſſible 
| | for them to do it, Great Britain being much more 
| werful than rhis State, and ſhe having neverthe- 

: [eG contributed a great deal more than Great Bri- 
tain to the War in the Netherlands. it was but rea- 
ſonable and juſt that Great Britain ſhould make 


ſome Compenſation elſewhere, If rhen ſhe has 
8 | contribu» 
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contributed more than this State to the Affairs of Hui. 


Portugal and Spain, th ĩs Overplus ought to be con- 
ſidered as a Supplement to make up what was 
wanting on her Part towards the War in the Ne- 
therlands, and not as a Deficiency of the States to- 
wards the War in Spain and Portugal. ; 

By the Treaty concluded 'in 1703, the States obli- 
ged themſelves to ſend thicher, and to maintain 
there 4000 Men, being the third Part of 12000 
promiſed by that Treaty. They actually ſent 
them thither, and kept them compleat till 1706 
that the Theatre of the War was changed, and 
tranſported from the Frontiers of Poreugal to the 
Kingdom of Valencia and Catalonia, This Change 
was made without the Knowledge of rhe State, 
and the only Share ſhe had in it was the Doubling 
of her Expence, ſo to ſend the Re-inforcements 
that were deſigned for Portugal, to Spain. The 
Number of Troops which the States have ſent to 
Portugal or Catalonia, ſince the Treaty was conclu- 
ded, amounts to 25,724 Foot, 3120 Horſe, and 
4563 Recruits, in all 23,807 Men, as appears by 
the Liſt hereunto annex d, and marked No. 3. The 
Recruits which have been ſent from hence to the 
Troops of the State, and thoſe which have been 
levied in the Country, by liſting Flemmings, Mal. 
loons and Germans that deſerted from the Enemy's 
Army, were ſo conſiderable, that the Troops of 
the State were generally more compleat and fitter 
for Service than any of the other Allies. 

We agree, That by the Treaty Great Britain 
was not obliged te furniſh above one Third of 
thoſe 12000 Men, - and that the Emperor was to 
make good the other Third ; but it is known, that 
from the Beginning her Brit: Majeſty took upon 
herſelt the Emperor's whole Quora without any 
Concurrence on the part of this State : So that 
it is contrary to Reaſon, that this Article ſhould 
now be brought into the Account againlt the States 
among the Efforts. which her Majeſty has made 
out of the Netherlands. The Treaty with Portu- 
gal obliges the States General only to one Third of 
the 12000 Men, and they made them good After 
this they did not oblige themſelves to any _

Aprit. Proportion than that of the Grand Alliance, and 
ofche Treaties of the 3d of March 1678. and of the 
11th of Novemb. 17501. which oblige them to make 

War with all their Forces, and to procure to the 

utmoſt of their Power a reaſonable Satisfaction to 

the Emperor as to the Succeſſion of Spain. This 

they have alſo faithfully executed fo that they 

can't without Injuſtice be denied the Teſtimony of 

having in this War made their greateſt Efforts, e- 

qual unto, and beyond their Allies. Further, tho 

ic ſhould be allow'd, that the State ought to have 

ſent more Troops to Catalonia, and allo to have 
replac'd in Portugal thoſe which march'd out of it 

in 1706. to Spain, it muſt nevertheleſs be certain, 
according to all the Rules of Equity, that the con- 
ſiderable Efforts ſhe has made in the Netherland, 

over and above what Greet Britain has done, would 
abundantly make up thoſe pretended Deficien- 

cies. | 


Upon this tis fit to obſerve, That in the Ad- 
dreſs of the Commons they reckon the extraordina- ü 
ry Charge of the War of Spain and Portugal to a 1 
very great Sum; but as to that of the Nerherlandi, 
they ſay no more, than that the extraordinary ö 
Charges of the War there came to , 10%, 961. 

Sterling; and that the Houſe of Commons could 
not make a Compariſon betwixt that Sum and ; 
what the State had laid out for the ſame End in the - 
Netherlands, becauſe the Eſtimate of it was not 1 


communicated to them. But we may ſupply that t 
Defect, by telling them here, That if Great Bri. X 
tain laid out ſeveral large Sums for the Extraordi- ( 
naries of the War in Spain and Portugal, the States t 
General have alſo laid out very great Sums for f 
thoſe of the War in the Netherlands, viz. 65, 861, * 
821 Livres, reckoning Eleven Dutch Gilders for te 
One Pound Sterling. 0 


Perhaps it will be alledg'd here, That the States a 
have rais'd great Sums by Contributions, Paſports, 
the Subſidies of Liege and Limbourg, and the Re- 
venues of a part of the Upper Quarter of Guelder- 
land, that is in their Poſſeſſion; but theſe Advan- 
rages ſpeedily vaniſh, when ballanc'd by the Con- 


tributions that are paid by the Inhabitants of * 
| ant 
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bant and Flanders, ſubject to the State; by part of ii. 
thoſe who inhabit Two of the Seven Province; 
by the Expence of the Fortifications and Maga- 
zines of Huy, Limbourg, Ruremond, Venlo, Stevenſc 
waert, Bon and Traerbach; by the new Works which 
they have added to ſeveral of theſe Places for the 
Good of the Common Cauſe ; and by the Expence 
of the Artillery and Ammunion of War for all the 
Sieges that have been made during this long and 
burdenſome War, none of which are reckoned in 
the 65.861,821 Livres above-mention'd ; and in 
fine, the Winter Quarters which the Auxiliary 
Troops of Pruſſia have taken each Year in the Up- 
per Quarter of Guelderland ; and the continual 
Marches of other Troops to and fro thro? the faid 
ney, have ſo ruin'd the Inhabirants, that the 
are no longer able to pay their Taxes. | 

The Fourth and laſt Head which remains to be 
examin'd, relates to the Subſidies which, durin 
the firſt Year, were paid in equal Shares. and ” 
terwards unequally by Great Britain and the State; 
the Eſtimate of it which was laid before the Com- 
mons is in the Paper annex'd, mark d No. 6. Up- 
on which we {hall obſerve, 

1. That this Eſtimate takes no Notice of the 
44000 Crowns per Annum which the States General 
pay alone to the Biſhop of Munſter : Nor of the 
100000 Crowns which they have paid in the like 
Manner annually to the Duke of Mirtemberg, from 
the Year 1704, to the Year 1709. Nor do they 
take Notice of 400000 Crowns which the States 
General were obliged to pay to facilitate the Trea- 
ty with the King of Denmark, for Two ſtared Ob- 
ligations of a greater Sum that ought to have been 
reſtored to the ſaid King againſt an unſtared Pre- 
tenſion according to the gth Article of the Treaty 
concluded with his Daniſh Majeſty the 1 5th of Fune 
'S 1701, Which Sum of 400000 Crowns might ve- 
y ry well have been brought here to Account on rhe 
A Part of the State, for ſeveral good Reaſons, 

5 2. That by the Treaty with Portugal, Great 
Britain is charged no higher than the State ; only 
that in the ſame Manner, and for the ſame Rea- 
ſons that her Majeſty thought ht to take upon oor 
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ſelf the Emperor's Quota of the 12000 Men, ſhe 


WY WY likewiſe charged herſelf with his Quota and the 


Subſidies. This Third may indeed be placed to 
the Emperor's Account, but not to that of the 


States General; and if this be deducted as it ought 


to be the Article of the Subſidies, paid to the 
King of Portugal by Great Britain, in Oppolition to 
choſe of the State, will be reduced to one Half, 
which makes a Diminution of 2.722 222 Crowns, 
ſo that the Difference of the Payments between 
Great Britain and the State will be nothing ſo great 
as tis made in the Eſtimate laid before the Houſe 
of Commons. 

3. Suppoſing nevertheleſs, that laying aſide 
thoſe juſt Conſiderations, we agree that Great Bri. 
tain has paid during the ten Years War 3,155,032 
Crowns and a half more than the State, which 
will be little more than 300,000 Crowns per Au. 
num; this Overplus muſt be own'd to be very in- 
conſiderable with reſpect to the Difference there is 
between the Ability of the one and the other State, 
It muſt likewiſe be granted, that the States by pay- 
ing the Moiety of the Subſidies to Denmark and 
others, are in Proportion more burthened by the 
Payment of that Money, than Great Britain is by 
what ſhe has paid over and above upon this 
Article. 

Nor ought we to paſs over in Silence, that this 
State by charging herſelf at firſt with the Moiety 
of the Subſidies promiſed to the King of Denmar; 
and other Princes, has done more than ought to 
have been demanded from her, but what ſhe did in 
this Caſe ſhould not have been drawn into Conſe- 
quence for the other Treaties that were afterwards 
ro be made, and ſhe never obliged herſelf to pay 
indifferently the Moiety of all the Subſidies which 
ſhould be promiſed afterwards on the Account of 


the War. We may juſtly fay on the contrary,that 


ſhe had very good Reaſons not to engage herſelf 
after that Manner, if we conſider that ſhe is much 


inferiour in Ability to Great Britain, and the Tres. 
ties made in the preceding War with the Duke of 
$avoy and other Princes, by which it appears that 


the Proportion in the Payment of Subſidies granted 
ot 
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for carrying on the War, any where elſe than in 


the Netherlands, was for the molt part adjuſted at 


two Thirds for Great Britain to one Third for this 


this State; ſo that conſider the Matter which way 
you pleaſe. Great Britain has no cauſe of Complaints 
in this Reſpect. We muſt likewiſe obſerve, that 
. even in England, they very well un- 
derſtood that this Proportion in the Subſidies and 


other Charges of the War out of the Netherlands 


was not unreaſonable, ſince not only Her Majeſty 
took upon herſelf the Emperor's Share in the Trea- 
ty ol Portugal, but likewiſe in the Treaty which 
bo Emperor made with the Duke of Savoy, long 
before the States entred into it, Her Majeſty wil- 
lingly charged herſelf two Thirds of the Subſidies 
which were to be paid to that Prince. 

This evidently ſhews, that tho' the Inequality 
in the Pay ments of the Subſidies and of other the 


Expences which her Majeſty charg'd upon herſelf, 


ſhould be contrary to Proportion, as it is not, Great 
Britain could not with any Ground now make it a 
Cauſe of Complaint againſt this State, ſince Her 
Majeſty did voluntarily charge herſelf with thoſe 
Payments. 

The Reſult of all that we have now ſaid is this, 
That according to Treaties and Alliances, Great 
Britain and this State are each of them obliged to 
employ all their Strength in the preſent War; 
That ſince the Quantum or Quota of the one and 
the other has not been regulated by any Conventi- 
on or Agreement, their Proportion neither ought 
nor can be regulated. but upon the foot of their re- 
ſpective Abilities : That Great Britain is incontro- 
vertibly more powerful than this Stare, and that 
from this Principle we have likewiſe an incontro- 
vertible Right co conclude that ſhe ought to con- 
tribute more to all the Charges and Expence of 
tne War ; That in every Reſpect -the State has 
fulfilled her Engagagements with relation to Great 
Britain ; That in ſome Places it has not contribu- 
ted ſo much as ſhe, it has in others contributed a 
great deal more; That if in general we can truly 
lay, that in Proportion N her Strength has

Cauſe, and for the good Eflecta which by the 

| Bleſſing of God have followed upon them; We 
likewiſe truſt, that every one who looks with an 
equitable and impartial Eye upon the Efforts which 
the States General have made on their Part, both 
before the War, and ſince it began, to this very 
Day, they will do them the Juſtice to own that 
they no way deſerve what they are charged with 
by the Reſolutions and Addreſs of the Houſe of 
Commons, and that in ſhort it can neither with 

| Reaſon nor Juſtice be demanded of the States, that 
notwithſtanding the Expences they are at in the 
Netherlands, which are incomparably greater than 
thoſe of Great Britain, ſhe ſhould contribute equal- 
ly with her in other Countries, and that Great Bri- 
tain ſhould only contribute to the Charge of the 
War by Sea. in Proportion of Five to Three, and 
not do the like in other Caſes. 

We don't believe that we ought to take for a H 
Reflection on the State, what the Houſe ſays in not t 
their Addreſs, 0 That thoſe who have all the Pro- mate 
fit of the War, can't eaſily be diſpoſed to deprive Land 

© themſelves of it, and that the true Reaſons why Roon 
© ſo many People delight in a War, which bring incert 
* annually from Great Britain a rich Harveſt into 
their Granaries, are eaſy to be gueſſed ar. For 
beſides that thoſe Words cannot be apply'd to the 
State with the leaſt Shadow of Reaſon, we are able 
to prove uncontrovertibly, by a great Number of 
the Queen's Speeches to her Parliament, and by 
the Addreſſes of both Houſes, That Great Britain, 
as well as this State, thought it was abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary to puſh on the War with Vigour. The 
States could not deſire the Continuation of a War, 
the Expence of which ſhe is ſcarce able to bear, 
and from which ſhe reaps no Advantages capable 
to make up her Loſſes by it: On the contrary, ſhe 
has always wiſhed, and does now wiſh from the 


Bottom of her Heart, for ſuch a Peace as may in

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ſome meaſure compenſate/the Treaſure and Blaod 
it has coſt her, as may anſwer-the Bleſſing which 
God Almighty has been pleaſed ſo abundantly to 
give to the Arms of the Confederates, and as may, 
— ans aſcertain the Peace of Europe 
againſt the exorbitant Power of France, without 
which, we fear the War has been begun and carri- 
ed on to little Purpoſe, ee. att 

We might alſo prove here by very good Argu- 
ments, that the abovementioned Addreſs, in the 
Reflections upon the State on the Head of the Bar- 
rier Treaty, contains very falſe Propoſitions: But 


beſides that, we have a Right to ſtand by that 


Treaty, which was concluded and ratified with all 
the due Formalities; we do not think it to the Pur. 
poſe to enter at preſent into the Diſcuſſion of that 
Matter, and ſo much the leſs, becauſe there is a 
Negotiation on foot, to ſee, if by any Explanation 


or otherwiſe, the Objections which at preſent ſeem - 


to be made againſt it, on the part of Great Britain,

© and miſcrable, No: People may make themſelves as

The Fate of his Lordſhip's Preface was firſt to be 
voted by the Commons Malicious and Factious, highly 
reflecting upon the preſent Adminiſtration of Publick 
Affairs, and tending to create Diſcꝗrd and Sedition 
amongſt her Majeſty's Subjedts, and t to be burnt by 
the common Hangman. I am not unſenſible how one 
Party cry'd up this Preface, which indeed is very art- 
fully writ, and how offended they were at the ill Uſage 
it met with: Bur I deſire they would turn the Tables, 
and conſider, whether, if the late Adminiſtration had 
been ſo directly ſtruck at in their Time by any ſuch 
Pen of the oppoſite Side, they would not have paſs'd 
as ſevere a Cenſure upon it. 

It may be remembred here, That ſeveral Lords ha- 
ving before not only made ſeveral warm Speeches, but 
proteſted againſt the Orders produced by the Duke of 
Ormond, not to act offenſively againſt the French. The 
ſaid Proteſt was now publiſhed in Print, containing in 
Subſtance, * 1. Thar their Lordſhips conceived ſuch

* Reſtraint from acting cffenfively, not only from the

* dicate their own Right. 
France and Spain are now more effeAually divided 
* than ever. And thus, by the Bleſſing of God, will a 
* real Ballance of Power be fixed in Europe, and remain 
liable to as few Accidents as Human Affairs can be 
* exempted from. 
t *A Treaty of Commerce between theſe Kingdoms 
* and France has been enter'd upon; but the exceſſive 
| * Duties laid on ſome Goods, and the Prohibitions of 
| * others, make it impoſſible to finiſh this Work ſo ſoon 


—_ as were to be deſired. Care is however taken to ons 
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* bliſh a Method of ſettling this Matter, and in the 
mean time Provifion is made, that the ſame Privileges 
* and Advantages as ſhall be granted to any other Na- 
tion by France, ſhall be granted in like Manner to us. 

The Diviſion of the Iſland of St. Chriſtopher between 
© us and the French, having been the Cauſe of great In- 
convenience and Damage to my Subjects, I have de- 
* manded to have an abſolute Ceſſion made to me of 
© that whole Iſland ; and ?rance agrees to this Demand. 

* Qur Intereſt is ſo deeply concerned in the Trade 
of North. America, that I hive us'd my utmoſt Endea- 
* yours to adjuſt that Article in the moſt beneficial 
* Manner. France conſents to reſtore to us the whole 
* Bay and Streights of Hudſon ; to deliver up the Ifland 
* of Newfoundland, with Placentia, and to make an abſo- 
* lute Ceſſion of Annapolis, with the reſt of Nova Scotia 
© or Accadia. 

The Safety of our Home-Trade will be hetter pro- 
* vided for by the Demolition of Dunkirk. 

Our Mediterranean Trade, and the Britiſh Intereſt and 
Influence in thoſe Parts, will be ſecured by the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of Gibraltar and Port Mahon, with the whole 
* Iſland of Minorca, which are offered to remain in my 
© Hands. 6 

The Trade to Spain and to the Weſt-Indies may in 
0 gm be ſettled, as it was in the Time of the late 
King of Spain, Charles II. and a particular Proviſton be 
* made, That all Advantages, Rights, or Privileges, 
© which have been granted, or which oy hereafrer be 
* granted, by Spain to any other Nation, ſhall be in like 
manner granted to the Subjects of Great Britain. 

But the Part which we have born in theProſecution 
of this War, intitling us to ſome Diſtinction in the 
Terms of Peace, I have inſiſted and obtained, That 
the Aſſiento or Contract for furniſhing the Spaniſh 
* Weſt- Indies with Negroes, ſhall be made with us for 
* the Term of Thirty Years, in the ſame Manner as it 
= been enjoyed by the Trench for theſe Ten Years 

aſt. 

. I have not taken upon me to determine the Intereſt 
* of our Confederates; theſe muſt be adjuſted in the 
* Congreſs at Utrecht, where my beſt Endeavours ſhall 
be employed, as they have hitherto been, to procure 
* to every one of them all juſt and reaſonable Satisfa- 
* Qtion. In the mean time, I think it proper to ac- 
* quaint you, that France offers to make the Rhine the 
Barrier of the Empire; to yield Briſac, the Fort of

* As to the Proteſtant Intereſt in Germany, there will 
© be, on the Part of Trance, no Objection to the Reſet.

* 'The Spaniſh Lom - Countries may go to His Imperial 
* Majeſty, the Kingdoms of Naples and Sarainia, the 
* Dutchy of Milan, and the Places belonging to Spain on 
© the Coaſt of Tuſcany, may likewiſe be yielded by the 
* Treaty of Peace to the Emperor. | 

As to the Kingdom of Sicily, tho there remains no 
* Diſpute concerning the Ceſſion of it by the Duke of 
; Anjos; yet the Diſpoſition thereof is not yet deter- 
* mind. 

* The Intereſt of the Srates-General, with Reſpe@ to 
Commerce, are agreed to, as they have been demand. 
* ed by their own Miniſters, with the Exception only 
* of ſome very few Species of Merchandize, and the en- 


_ © rire Barrier, as demanded by the States in 1709, from 


* France, except Two or Three Places at moſt. 

* As to theſe Exceptions ſeveral Expedients are pro- 
* poſed, and I make no Doubt but this Barrier may be 
* to ſettled, as to render that Republick perfectly ſe. 
* cure againſt any Enterprize on the Part of France, 
* which is the Foundation of all my Engagements upon 
this Head with the States. 

* The Demands of Portugal depending on the Diſpo- 
* ſition of Spain, and that Article having been long in 
* Diſpute, it has not yet been poſſible to make any 
* conſiderable Progreſs therein; but my Plenipotentia- 
* ries will now have an Opportunity to aſſiſt that King 
© in his Pretenſions. 

* Thoſe of the King of Pruſſia are ſuch as, I hope, 
will admit of little Difficulty on the Part of France; 
* and myEndeavours ſhall not, be wanting to procure all 


I am able to ſo good an Ally. 


The difference between the Barrier demanded for 
the Duke of Savoy in 1709, and the Offers now made 
by France, is very inconſiderable: But that Prince 
having ſo ſignally diſtinguiſh'd himſelf in the Service 
* of the Common Cauſe, 7 am endeavouring to procure 
* for him ſtill further Advantages. | 

France has conſented that the EleQor Palatine ſhall 
continue his preſent Rank among the Electors, and 
remain in Poſſeſſion of the Upper Palatinate. 

The Electoral Dignity is likewiſe acknowledged in

I have now communicated to you not only the 
© Terms of Peace which may by the future Treaty be

* poſals of France for ſatisfying our Allies. 

The former are ſuch as I have Reaſon to expect, 
* to make my People ſome Amends for that Great and 
* Unequal Burthen which they have lain under through 
* the whole Courſe of this War; and I am willing to 
* hope, that none of our Confederates, and eſpecially

this Speech; and becauſe the E. of S8. 4 had not 


exprets'd himſelf in all the Purity of the Engliſh Tongue, 
he took from thence Occaſion to ſay, That that Noble 
Lord had been ſo long abroad, that he had almoſt 
forgot, not ofily the Language, but the Conſtitution 
* of his own Country: That according to our Laws, 
© it could never be ſuggeſted as a Crime, in the Mean- 
*.eſt Subject, much leſs in any Member of that Auguſt 
Aſſembly, to hold Correſpondence with our Allies, 
* Such Allies eſpecially, whoſe Intereſt Her Majeſty had 
declared to be inſeparable from Her Own, in Her Speech 
* at the Opening ot this Seſſion; whereas it would be 
* a hard Matter to juſtifie, and reconcile either with 
* our Laws or the Laws of Honour and Juſtice, the 
* Condutt of ſome Perſons, in Treating clandeſtinely 
* with the Common Enemy, without the Participation 
* of the Allies. The Lords took afterwards into Con- 
ſideration the Advantages offered by France to Great 
Britain, particularly in Settling the Trade to Spain and to 
the Welt Indies, as it was in the Tims of the late King of 
Spain, Charles II. On which Occaſion the E. of 6 - 
ſaid, © He did not pretend to any great Knowledge in 
Trade; but that during the Time he had the Ho- 
* nour to be in the Adminiſtration of Affairs, he had 
* obſerv'd, and he might eaſily make it out by the 
Books of the Cuſtom- Houſe, that the fingle Trade to 
* Portugal brought to England in Times of War, double 
the Wealth of the Trade to Spain in Times of Peace: 
So that what ever might be ſuggeſted to caſt a Miſt 
before the Eyes of the People, it was to be preſum'd, 
that the Trade to Spain would ſtill yield leſs for the 
Future, becauſe the French had made themſelves ab- 
* ſolute Maſters of it. After ſome other Speeches, a 
Motion was made, * That an Humble Addreſs be pre- 
* ſented to Her Majeſty, to return Her Majeſty the 
* Thanks of this Houſe for Her moſt Gracious Speech, 
and for Her extraordinary Condeſcenſion in commu- 
* nicating to Her Parliament the Terms upon which a 
General Peace might be made: And to. exrpeſs the 
* entire Sati:fa#ion of this Houſe in Her Majeſty's ou 
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of Hanover; and for Her Majeſty's ſteadily purſuing 
* the True Intereſt of Her own Kingdoms ; and for 
* endeavouring to procure to her Allies what is due to 
them by Treaties; and to aſſure Her Majeſty, that 


this Houſe did entirely rely on Her Majeſty's Wiſdom 


* to finiſh this great and good Work. Some Exceptions 
were made at the Words entirely rely ; and the Houſe 
was moved, That at the Cloſe of the foregoing Motion 
for an Addreſs, theſe Words might be added, wiz. 
And in order to that, to pray Her Majeſty to take ſuch Mea- 
ures in Concert with Her Allies, as might induce them to 
join with Her Majeſiy in a mutual Guaranty: But after a 
Debate, in which the E. of N m and the Lord 
C. ir made very eloquent Speeches, the Queſtion 
being put, Whether theſe Words ſhould be added? It 
was reſolved in the Negative, by 81 Voices againſt 36. 
On the 1oth, the Lords preſented their Addreſs to the 
Queen, which, beſides the ordinary Head, contained 
nothing but the Motion before mentioned; and to 
which Her Majeſty was pleas'd to return this Anſwer :

It is obſervable, that ſeveral Lords enter'd a Proteſt 
againſt the Rejecting of the Guaranty Clauſe, offer'd 
to be added at the Cloſe of the Motion for an Addreſs, 
and aſſign'd their Reaſons for it, which were ſoon after 
publiſh'd in Print as follows: 


W E think it neceſſary to have the Security pro- 
poſed of a General Guaranty, and the rather, 
becauſe We conceive the Terms of Peace that are 
offered, have proceeded from a Separate Negotiation, 
carry'd on by the Miniſters with Fance, without any 
Communication thereof to the principal Allies, par- 


* ticularly the States General, as they ſay in their Letter 


to Her Majeſty (whoſe Intereſt her Majeſty was pleas'd 
to declare to this Parliament, She look'd upon as inſepa- 
rable from Her own) and we conceive this Negotiation 
to be contrary to thoſe Orders which Her Wr 
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© declared to this Houſe, in Anſwer to their Addreſs, 
That She had given to Her Plenipotentiaries at U- 
* trecht, to concert with thoſe of Her Allies ; and the Re- 
* ſolution expreſſed in her Meſſage, January 17, of a 
ſtrict Union, in which ſhe propoſed to join with them, in 
* Order to obtain a good Peace, and to Guaranty and Support 
* the ſame, as ſhe had before declared in Her . at 
the Opening of this Seſſion; That ſbe would unite wit h 
them in the ſtricteſt Engagements for continuing the Alli- 
ance, in Order to render the General Peace ſecure and laſting ; 
and contrary to the Eighth Article of the Grand Al- 
liance, which expreſly obliges all the Allies not to 
treat, unleſs jointly, and with the common Advice of 
the other Parties. | 

* And we conceive that the Refuſal of theſe Words 
propoſed to be added, may be look'd upon by the 
Allies, as if this Houſe approved this Method of 
tranſacting with France, which may ſeem to them to 
tend to a Separate Peace, of which Her Majeſty has 
declared her Diſlike, and which was acknowledged 
in this Houſe to be fooliſh and knaviſh, and. would 
be of pernicious Conſequence to this Kingdom, by 
* preventing that Guaranty of Peace by the Allies, 
© which is ſo abſolutely neceſſary for their mutual Se- 
* curity, and leave us expos'd to the Power of France, 
there being little Reaſon to expect their future Help, 
after ſuch a groſs Breach of Truſt. 

And we further conceive, That ſuch a ſeparate 
* Proceeding may create in the Allies fo great a Di- 
* ſtruſt, as may tempt them to take the like Meaſures, 
and ſo give the +trench Opportunity to break that 
Union, which has hitherto been ſo uſeful to us, and 
* formidable ro them; any Appearance whereof muſt 
* encourage France, either to delay the Concluſion of a 
* Peace, or to impoſe upon the Allies in the further 
* Progreſs of the Treaty. 

A perfect Union among the Allies ſeems to us to 
be more neceſſary in the preſent Caſe; becauſe the 
Foundation upon which all the Offers of France, re- 
lating to Great Pritain as well as to the Allies, are 
built, wiz. A Renunciation of the Duke of Anjou to that 
Kingdom, is, in our Opinion, ſo fallacious, that no 
Reaſonable Man, much leſs whole Nations, can ever 
* look upon it as any Security. Experience may fuf- 
* ficiently convince us how little we ought to rely up- 
* on the Renunciation of the Houſe of Bourbon ; and 
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© tho' the preſent Duke of Anjou ſhould happen to think 


© himſelf bound by his own Act, which his ——”- 
©d1 
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© right, and eſpecially when it is ſuch a Right, as in 
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the Opinion of all Frenchmen, ought inviolably to be 
maintain'd, by the fundamental Conſtitution of the 
Kingdom of France. | 

* And we humbly think it unſafe to depend upon 
this principal Part of the Treaty's executing it 1elf, 
by ſuppoſing it will be the Intereſt of France to ſup- 
port it, ſince, on the contrary, it is maniſeſt by the 
trench Endeavours ever ſince the Pyrenean Treaty, to 
unite the Monarchies of France and Spain, they look 
upon that Union to be their greateſt Intereſt, and 
the moſt effectual Means of eſtabliſhing the Univer- 
ſal Monarchy in the Houſe of Bourbon. 

* And if it were reaſonable to imagine, that the 
Two Crowns of France and Spain ſhould remain in di- 
ſtin& Branches of the Houſe of Bourbon; yet this is 
contrary to the Grand Alliance it ſelf, which recites 
the Uſurpation of the Spaniſh Monarchy by the French 
King, for the Duke of Anjou, as the principal Cauſe 
of this War. | 1 

* As to Port Mahon, Gibraltar, the Miento, and the 
other Advantages to Britain propoſed by France (be- 
ſides that they are all precarious, and in the Power 
of France and Spain to take from us when they pleaſe) 
conſidering the Situation of thoſe Kingdoms, and the 
vaſt Wealth and Strength which will be left to them, 
we conceive it impoſſible for any Man to look on 
theſe as a Compenſation to Britain in any Degree ; 
for the leaving Spain and the Indies in the Poſteſſion 
of the Houſe of Bourbon, beſides other manifeſtly fatal 
Conſequences, muſt be extremely prejudicial to our 
Woollen Manufacture, if it does not entirely ruin it. 
* As to the Demolition of Dunkirk, tho' we own it 
will be a great Safety to our Home-Trade, yet we 
have Reaſon to apprehend, by what was ſaid in the 
Debate, that it is not yet agreed to be demoliſh'd, 
without an Equivalent for it to the French King's 
Satisfaction. 

And in all the Particulars relating to the Allies, 
tho' they are not perfectly adjuſted, yet by what does 


appear concerning them, the Allies are likely to be 


left in ſuch a State of Inſecurity, as is abſolutely in- 
conſiſtent with our own Safety. 


The 
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The Rhine is propoſed for a Barrier of the Empire, 


which leaves Strasburgh and Hunning hen in the Hands 


of the French; the former of which has always been 
look'd upon as the Key of the Empire. 

The Propoſals of trance, relating to the Barrier for 
the States General, not only deprive them of all the 
Places taken ſince the Year 1709, but alſo of Two 
or Three Places more, included in the Demand made 
by the States in that Year, which will render their 
Barrier wholly inſufficient, and conſequently very 
much weaken the Security of Britain. 

* Portugal ſeems to be wholly abandon'd to the Pow- 
er of Spain, notwithſtanding the great Advantage; we 
have receiv'd during this War, by our Trade with 
that Kingdom, which might ſtill be extremely bene. 
ficial to us. 


Upon the whole, there is ſo very little and inconf.- 


derable a Difference between thele Offers of France, 
and thoſe made at Utrecht, February the 11th N. S. 
and ſign'd Huxeles (as appears to us upon comparing 
them together) that both ſeem to be the Effect of a 
ſecret and particular Negotiation with France; and 


this Houſe having unanimouſly concurred, in expreſ- 
ſing to her Maje 1 utmoſt Reſentment at thoſe 


Terms offered to her Majeſty and her Allies, by the 
Plenipotentiaries of France; and her Majeſty having 
graciouſly accepted that our Addreſs, and rewarded 
that Duty and Zeal with her hearty Thanks, we can- 
not in Reſpe& to her Majeſty, or Juſtice to our Coun- 
try, retract that Opinion, nor think the Terms now, 
good for us or the Allies, or give any ſeeming Ap- 

robation of them, which then were receiv'd by this 
Hlouſe, and all the Allies, with Scorn and Deteſta- 
tion. 

For theſe Reaſons we are of Opinion that the Of. 
fers of lrauce are fallacious and inſnaring; no way 
proportioned to the Advantages which her Majeſty 
(from the great Succeſſes which it has pleas d God 
to bleſs her and her Allies, during the whole Courſe 
of this War) might juſtly expect for her own King- 
doms and for them; very unſufficient for preſerving 
a Ballance of Power in Europe, for the future Securi- 
ty of Her Majeſty and Her Allies, tho' they ſhould 
be never ſo exactly performed; and yet, even ſuch 
as they are, there is no effectual Security offered for 


the Performance of them; which makes it abſolute- 


ould be taken, in Concert with the Allies, as may

Notwithitanding this Succeſs, the Body of the Allies 
muſt have been all this while uneaſie: Its true, the 
Engliſh under the Duke of Ormond incamp'd ſo as that the 
Siege was covered, and his Grace — to oppoſe the 
Enemy if they came to attack him; but in the Interim 
he held a Conference with Prince Eugene and the Field 
Deputies of the States, and told them that he had re- 
ceiv'd Orders to agree with the I yench for a Ceſſation 
of Arms for Two Months, by which time it was hop'd 
a General Peace would be concluded ; and thar in the 
mean time he had received Orders to ſend Ten Battali- 
ons to take Poſſeſſion of Dunkirk, which the J rench had 
offer'd to put into the Hands of the Queen his Mi- 
ſtreſs, for the Security of the Performance of the Offers 
they had made. 

The Prince of Savoy and the Field -Deputies an- 
ſwer d, That this Matter being of the higheſt Conſe- 
quence, they deſir'd Time to inform their Maſters 
therewith, eſpecially ſeeing Vale was actually be- 
ſieged. The Duke of Ormond declar'd, That he was 


oblig'd to follow his Orders, and ſo that he would 


march off in Three or Four Days with the Britiſh 
Troops, and the Foreigners in the yo Pay, and 
accordingly ſent for the Generals who Commanded 
them, and gave them Orders to follow him; but they 
declar'd, That they could nor ſeparate themſelves from 
the Army under Prince Eugene, without expreſs Orders 
from their Maſters, whom they would forthwith ac- 
quaint with this Declaration of his Grace; and fo the 
Matter at preſent reſted. | 

While this was agitated in the Camp, the Lord Bi-

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July. In ſhort, the Five Roman Catholick Cantons ſeeing 
py themſelves under an abſolute Neceſſity of ſuing for 
Peace, deſired a new Ceſſation of Arms; which was 
granted them, in Expectation that they would keep 
their Word better-than before. In this Diſpoſition we 
ſhall at preſent leave them, and paſs Northwards to- 
wards Riga, where we find the Czar on the 6th was ar- 
riv'd from Petersburg, and on the 8th had a great Enter- 
tainment upon account of the Anniverſary of the Bat- 
tle of Pultowa. That Prince ſer out for Elling by the 
Way of Coninsberg, and being arrived there, was at- 
tended by ſome of the Foreign Miniſters, and amongſt 
others by the Sieur Harſolte Van Cranenburgh, Envo 
Extraordinary of the States; who was received wit 
particular Marks of Eſteem. - His Czariſh Majeſty ask- 
ed him publickly, What News he had of the Proceedings in 
Holland, and the Envoy having given him an Account 
of them, that Prince anſwered, That this was conform 
to the Advices he had received from his own Miniſters, ad- 
ding, That he knew ſome time ſince what Courſe the Publick 
Afﬀairs were to take on that Side. He told the Envoy af- 
terwards, That he had a particular Eſteem for the Firmneſs 
of the States.

The King of Denmark having on his ſide aſſembled 
his Forces in 2 made great Preparations for in- 
vading the Dutchy of Bremen; and becauſe Money was 
not very plentiful, he revived the old Pretenſions on 
the City of Hamburg, while the King of Poland made 
k all things ready on his Part to perform his Share in 
. this triple Confederacy againſt the King of Sweden; 
| who was ſtill at Bender, and concerning whoſe Return 
they have from time to time amuſed us with ſo many 
3 that we ought not to take any Notice of 
them. ; 

The fame thing we may ſay at preſent concerning 
the Affairs of Hungary, the Dyet was indeed ſtill aſ- 
ſembled at Presburg, and the Emperor alſo conti- 
nued there in ExpeQation of ſettling the Affairs of 
that Kingdom to the Satisfaction of all Parties: To 
which the Envoy of the States General, by his good 
Offices, contribured his utmoſt Endeavours. 

The Operations of War were inconſiderable every 
where, fave in the Netherlands, and nothing material of 
this Kind being to be met with in Spain, the Country 

contended 
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"contended for all this: while, they had now a Proſpe& 


before them of ſome Tranquility by -a Peace; and 
therefore King Philip having aſſembled his Grandees, 
he acquainted them, That the Peace being now en- 
© rirely regulated with England, he was willing to 
© communicate to them the chief Articles thereof, be- 
* cauſe the Advantages reſulting from the ſame were 
* altogether favourable to him ; ſince not one Foot in 
* the Indies was to be diſmembered from the Monar- 
* chy; and he hoped to poſſeſs thoſe Countries in the 
whole, as they were by King Charles II. The King 
his Grandfather yielding only to the Engliſb the Con- 
queſts they had made during the War, and the keep - 
ing of Dunkirk till the Concluſion of a General Peace, 
and then to be demoliſhed at the Charge of the 
Dutch : That the Commerce of the Indies was to be 
regulated as in the Time of King Charles, and thar 
he now expected an Expreſs with Advice of a Gene- 
ral Suſpenſion of Arms: He added, That the Inſtan- 
ces made by his Grandfather that he ſhould prefer 
the Crown of France to that of Spain, could not alter 
his Gratitude and the Obligations he had to the Spa- 
niards, whoſe Fidelity had ſecured and ſtrengthned 
the Crown on his Head, which Fortune on Two 
famous Occaſions had rendred uncertain and totter- 
ing; ſo that to remain united to the Spaniards, he 
would not only prefer Spain to all the Monarchies in 
the World, but would alſo content himſelf with the 


confirm what he ſaid, and to ſecure that Monar- 
chy to his Succeſſors, his Will was, That they ſhould

We have before obſerved that Thomas Harley Eſq;

Hi Birth, TY HILIP Lamberg Cardinal Prieſt, was a Native MW ang 
of Germany, and born in the Year 1636. He 

was deſcended from a- Family well affected to the 

Imperial Crown, and which has produced great Men 

both for the Sword and for the Gown. 
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This Gentleman came early into Buſineſs ; and the October. 
many Offices which he ſo worthily exerciſed in his LAVWS 
Native Country, acquired him great Applauſe at the Became au 
Imperial Court, wherefore having already made ſome Ecclefia- 
Progreſs in his Studies, he adviſed to dedicate himſelf ick. 
wholly to the Service of the Church, by which Means 
he obtained the Emperor Leopold's Nomination to the 4rcbbp. of 
Archbiſhoprick of Paſſau, : Paſſau.

that three other ſmall Iſlands (two of which lye 
within the Bay of Santorini, and the third a little 
without it) have been formed and raiſed up above the 
Sea by Subterraneous Fires. 

The firſt of theſe Iſlands, which was ancrently call'd 
Hiera, becauſe it was (as is thought) dedicated to 
Pluto, is now named Megali Aamme ni, that is to ſay, 
the Great Burnt Iſland. Juſtin (J. 30. c. 4.) ſpeak- 
ing of the firſt War of the Romans with the Macedo- 
nians, and of the two Months Truce which Philip 
King of Macedon, and Father of Ferſes, then demand- 
ed, and which he obtain'd, according to Salians, the 
4th Year of the 145th Olympiad, and the 196th Year 


Jo before the Birth of our Lord, tells us, that this Iſland 
n role up from the Bottom of the Sea this very Year 
5 after an Earthquake. His Words are theſe: Eodem 
e anno inter Inſulas Theramenem & Theraliam, medio utri- 
3 uſq; rife & mars ſpat io, terre mots fuit; in quo,

n It became half as big again, in the Year of our Lord 
e 525, by the joyning of another Iiland to it; which, 
e according to the Relation of Theophanes, a Greek Au-

Ir raiſed itſelf exactly to the ſame height as the Iſland 
f Hiera, and united ſo well to it, that at this day there 
d remains no other mark of its joy ning, than only a Clefe 
e or Fiſſure, which reaches from one end of the Ifland to 
I the other, and in ſeveral Places is not half a Foot

at Santorini But with this difference, that the Sub- 
terraneous Fire, after having raiſed to the height of 
five or {ix Foot above the Water a vaſt quantity of 
Rocks, which formed a ſpace about a Mile in Cir- 
cumference, opened a Paſſage for the Sea- water to 
enter, by which it was extinguiſh'd z and the middle 
of that ipace remain'd ſo low, that the Sea flowing 
into it by a Subterraneous Canal, made there a ſmall 
Lake, which continues to this Day. f 
As to the ſecond Liland, which is a little without 
the Bay, and is call'd in Greek Aſproniſi, or the White 
Ilan, becaule the Earth, with which it is covered, 


is white like Lime; Pliny, who lived in the time of 


the Emperor Veſtaſian, ſays, that it roſe out of the 
Sea, and appeared in his time. | | 

The third Hland, which is the leaſt, and is called 
by the Greeks Mikri Kammeni, or the Leſſer Burnt Iſland 
was formed in the Year 1573. according to the rela- 
tion of levera! Old People, who Jexrned it of their 
Anceſtors: And it is between this little 4fland and 
the Great Aammeui; that on the 23d of Zfay ( New 
Stile) in the Year 1707. at break of Day, the New 
Itlano, of which I am now going to ſpeak, was firit 
diſcovered. 

Five Days before it appeared, viz. on the 18th of 
May, between one and two of the Clock in the After- 
noon, there was at Santorini an Earthquake, which 
was not violent, and continued but a Moments And 
in the Night between the 22d and 23d, there was allo 
another, which was yet leſs ſenſible than the former, 

It is natural to imagine, that it was then, that the 
New liland firſt began to move and raile ir ſelf from 
the Bottom of the Sea: Yet, if we conſider, that theſe 
two Earthquakes were not violent, and laſte d but a 
Moment; and that the Bottom of the Sea was in this 
Place from Eighty to a Hundred Fathom deep, it ſeems 
difficult to believe, that in Five Days time, it could 
tile to this Height. What inclines me to think the 
contrary, is, that the Height it is at preſent above 
the Surface of the Sea, and which it did not arrive to 
in leſs than Three Years time, is much leſs than that 
from the Bottom of the Sea to the Surface of the 


Water, as TI ſhall ſhew hereafter. Add to this, that 


a long time before theſe Earthquakes, the Fiſhermen 
perceived an ill Smell every time they paſſed by that 
Place; which ſhows that the Iſland had then begun to 
| | move:

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move: Netwithſtatiding it is very certain, that there December, 
have not been ary other Earthquakes at Santorini. 
than thoſe, which, Fourteen or Fifteen Years ago, | 
continued for ſeveral Days, and were very violent. 
Howſoever it was, ſome Seamen diſcover'd this Iland 
early in the Morning; but not being able to diſtinguiſh 
what it was, they imapined it ro e ſome Veſſel that 
had ſuffered Shipwrack, and was driven thither by the 
Sea. In hopes of making an Advantage to themſelves 
by it, they went immediately to it; but as ſoon as 
they found it was a New Ifland, they grew afraid, 
and returning as haſtily back again, ſpread the report 
over the whole Iſland; which was the more readily 
credited, becauſe all the Inhabitants knew, and ſeve- 
ral of them had themſelves ſeen, what happened in 
the Year 1650. There was then a New Iiland, like 
to the preſent, which, between the Iflands of Santo- 
rini, Mo, and Andro, role up by means of Subterra- 
neous Fires, which cauſed ſeveral violent Earth. 
quakes , accompanied with a roaring Noiſe under 
ground, Sulphureous Exhalations, an intupportable 
Stench, and a black Smoak,which role out of the Sea 
with Flames to the height of Ten or Twelve Cubits. 
The Sea was then ſo toſſed backwards and forwards 
by the terrible Shocks of the Earth, that it over- 
flowed and deſtroyed Thirty Thouſand Perches of 
Land in Santorini; and the Air was fo infected with 
Exhalations which came from the Fire, that Twenty 
five Perſons, and a great many Beaſts, were ſtifled. 
At laſt, when this Iſland had not above Eight or Ten 
Fathom of Water to rile, ſo as to appear above the 
Surface of the Sea, the force of the Subterraneous Fire 
was ſo violent, as to open a Pallage before its time, 
by which the Water of the Sea _—_— like a Tor- 
rent, extinguiſhed the Fire, and this Maſs of Earth 
and Stones did not riſe any higher. Let us now re- 
turn to our new Phenomenon. . 
How great ſoever the Fright cf the Inhabitants of | 
Santorini was, at the firſt fight of the New Ifland, yet 
a few Days after, not ſeeing any Appearance either of 
Fire or Smoak, ſome of them, more bold than the 
reſt, took a reſolution to go and view the Situation of 
it: Which they did accordingly; and not imagining 
any Danger, went on Shore uren it. As they had no 
other deſign, but to latisfy their Curiolity, they paſſed 
from one Rock to another, uren which they wer with 
leveral very remarkable Curiclities 5 among which we 
may reckon a ſort of White Stcne, which cuts like 
2 4B „ Bread, 
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December. Bread, and reſerables it ſo well in form, colour, and

conſiſterce, that were it not for its taſte any one would 
take it for real Bread. But what pleaſed them more, 
was a great number of freſh Oyſters which they found 
ſticking to the Rocks; which being very ſcarce in 


that Country, by reaſon of the depth of the Sea, 


they got as many of them as they could. 

While they were buſy about tllis, they perceived 
the Ifland move and ſhake under their Feet. This 
was ſuilicient to make them leave it immediately, 
and to return back faiter than they came. In ſhort, 
the riſing of the Iſland was viſible to the Eye, and it 
encreaſed not only in Height, but alſo in Length and 
Bieadth. Tho' it was already between Fifreen and 
Twenty Eoot high above the Sea, it could not yet be 
ſeen from the Mountain Merovigli, ox the Caſtle of 


Scaro, which ſtands upon the Shore, by reaſon the 


Leſſer Kanmmeni, above mentioned, lay between, and 
hinder'd the ſight: But at Fifteen Days end, they be- 
gan to lee it from Merovigli, and in a few Days after, 
from the Caſtle of Scaro ſituated upon another Moun- 
tain, which, tho? it be very high, in reſpect to the 
Sea, yet it is much lower than that of Merovigli, to 
which it joyns. From whence we may judge how 
2 this New Ifland graw in Height in a few 

ay s. 

As the motion, by which this Iſland increaſed every 
Day in Height, was ſometimes equal, and at other 
times unequal, in reſpect to all the Parts of ſo great 
a Mals; ſo it did not always riſe equally on every 
ſide. It often happened, that while it grew in Height 
and Length on one ſide, it ſunk down and decreaſed 
on the other. I one Day law a Rock riſe out of the 
Sea, at Forty or Fifty Paces diſtant from the Iſland, 
which I continued to obſerve for Four Days together; 
at the end of which time it ſunk again into the Sea, 
and did not appear any more: But this was different 
from what happened to ſome” others; which having 
dilappeared, as this did, they re-appeared again ſome 
time after, | | 

The Leſſer Aammeni, which lies very near, was 
often ſhaken with the Motion which raited this New 


Iſland. From a ſmall Cleft, which we oblerved upon 


the top of this ilittle Iſland, ſometimes Stones would 
break loole ; which rolling down its ſides into the 
Sea, would raife, as it were; a Cloud of Duſt, which 
lome People took to be Smoak, but in reality it was 
not lo. 4 
| ab 
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d At this time, the Sea, which is contained within December. 
a the Gulf or Bay of Santorini, ſeveral, times changed: 
its Colour: Ar firtt it appeared Green, afterwards 
Reddiſh, and ſometime after of a Yellowiſh Colour; 
with a Stink, which ſpreading itſelf over great part 
of Santorini, made us imagine that this Colour pro- 
ceeded from nothing elſe but the Sulphur with which 
the Sea was covered. 
The Smoak appeared firſt upon the 16th of July; 
at which time, from a place in the Sea, where (they 
aſſured me) they could never before find any Bottom, 
and which was above Sixty Paces diſtant from the New 
Iſland (which they then called the White Iſland) 
there role up a Ridge of Black Stones, which the 
Greeks, by reaſon of their hardneſs, call Sideroperres, 
or Iron Stones, which formed another Iſland, named | 
by the Inhabitants the Black Iſland; and which was | 
afterwards not only the Center of the whole Iſland, 
but alſo of the Fire, and Smoak, and great Noile, 
75 that was heard ſome time after. 
8 The Smoak, which iſſued out of this Ridge of 
A Stones, or Black Iſland, was very Thick and White, 
as if it had proceeded from Five or Six Lime-Kilns 
Joyned together; and being carried by a North Wind 
towards the Caſtle of Acrotiri, it went into the Houles 
of the Inhabitants, but withour cauſing any great an- 
noyance, becauſe it had no very ill Smell, Four Days 
after the Smoak had thus appeared, they ſaw in the 8 
Night time Fire iſſuing out from the ſame place. 

It was then that the Inhabitants of Santorini, and 
eſpecially thoſe of the Caſtle of Scaro, began to be in 
good earneſt afraid. They conſidered that their Caſtle 
was ſituated on a Promontory, that was very narrow, 
and near to the Black Iſland; and that the time drew 
near, in which they mult expect it either to be blown 
up into the Air, or overturn'd by ſome Shock of the 
Earth. They had continually before their Eyes Fire 
and Smoak ; and this dilmal Spectacle made them ap- 
prehend, that there might be ſeveral mines of Vitriol 
and Sulphur in the Iſland of Santorini, which would 
ſoon take Fire; and that therefore the ſafeſt way for 
them was to abandon the Country, and retire to ſome 
* other Iſland. And indeed ſome took this reſolution; 
and there was no other way left to ſatisfy the reſt, 
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"4 but by telling them, that if they would retire fur- 
n ther into the Country, they would be ſafe there; and 
i that if the Caſtle was in Danger, yet they muſt neceſ- 
\ tarily ſee the Leſſer Aanmeni firſt entirely deſtroyed, 
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December. not only becauſe it lay between the Caſtle and the

Stench over the whole Iſland o 
fear of being infected, ſeveral Perſons were obliged to 


Black Iſland, but alſo becaule it was much nearer to 
it than to the Caſtle. 

The Turks, who were then at Santorini, collecting the 
Tribute which this Iſland pays yearly to the Grand 
Signior, were not leſs afraid than the other People: 
Being amazed to ſee Fire break out of the Sea where it 
was lo deep, they intreated the Chriſtians to pray to 
God, and r to make their young Children cry 
Kirie Eleiſon; becauſe, as they ſaid, the Children not 
having offended God, they could more eaſily appeaſe 
his Anger than older Perſons. The Fire, however, 


was then but very little, being not above the breadth 


of the Mouth of a Furnace, and did not appear in the 
Day time, but only in the Night, from Sun letting to 
Sun riſing; and was ſo far from ſpreading the whole 
length of the Ridge of Stones above- mention'd, that 
it poſſeſs'd but one ſmall part of it, Which was always 
afterwards the common Paſſage for the Smoak and Fire, 
which I ſhall ſpeak of hereafter. | | 

As for the ſirſt I0and, or White Iſland, we did not 
ſee there either Fire or Smoak ; yet it continued to 
grow bigger; but the Black Itland increaſed much 
faiter, We law every Day great Rocks riſe up on 
every ſide of it, which made it ſometimes longer, and 
at other times broader ; and by the Height of them we 
could very nearly judge how many Foot it roſe up 
every Day or Night. Sometimes theſe Rocks joyned 
to the Iſland, and at other times they were at a di- 
ſtance from it; ſo that in leſs thau a Month, there 
were four little Black Iſlands, which in a few Days 


after, united together, and made but one Iſland. 


As the Smoak encreaſed very much, and there 
was no Wind ſtirring, it roſe up to the middle Re- 
gion of the Air, ſo as to be ſeen (as ſeveral credible 


Perſons aſſured me) at Candia, Naxos, and other 


Iſlands; and in the Night time it appear'd of a 


Flame to Fifteen or Twenty Foot high. The Sea 


was at that time covered with a Matter or Froath, 
which in ſome places was reddiſh, and in others 


yellowiſh; from whence there FRONTS Jo. gear 2 
Santorini, that for 


burn Incenſe, and others to make Fires upon the tops 


_ cf their Houſes, to diſperſe it and to purify the Air. 


By good luck it did not continue above a Day and half; 


. tor a ſtrong South-Weſt Wind aroſe, which, together 


with the Motion of the Sea, did indeed diſperle this 


froathy 
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froathy Matter, but occaſion'd otherways a great da- December. 
mage to the beſt part of the Iſtand of Santorini, At Loyry 
that time they were in great hopes of having ſhortly yx 
a very plentiful Vintage; when this Wind carried 
all the Smoak upon their Vineyards, which burnt 
them up in ſuch a manner, that the Grapes (which 
were not yet ripe) turned in one Nights time like 
dryed Raiſons, ſo that they were forced afterwards to 
throw them away, becauſeof their ſowerneſs; which . 
was a great Grievance to moſt of the Inhabitants, 
the greateſt part of whoſe Revenue conſiſts in Wines. 

The firſt who brought this ſorrowful News was a 
poor honeſt Man, who fail'd not early every Morn- 
ing to viſit his {mall Vineyard, and was not a little 
rejoyc'd to lee it fo well ſtor d with Plenty of good 
Fruit: He went as uſual, not dreading his unlook'd 
for Calamity ; and finding it all thus unexpectedly 
blaſted, was ſtruck with tudden Aſtoniſhment, that 
he wandered about a long time like one out of his 
Senſes, looking for his Vineyard in the Vineyard it 
ſelf ; but coming to himſelf, at length return'd home, 
proclaiming his misfortune in ſuch a Tone, and with 
1uch Expreſſions of Grief and Amazement, as rais'd at 
once both Pity and Laughter. | | 

Nor was this the only effect occaſion'dby this thick 
Smoak ; for it is further remarkable, that Silver and 
Copper were chang'd black by it: And tho' ſome 
People, who were forced to paſs thro* the Snoak in 
going to their Houles, aſſured me, that it had no very 
ill {ſmell with it; yet ſeveral of them were, that and 
the next Day after, troubled with great painsin their 
Head, At this time the White Iſland, which (as I 
have (aid before) ſeem'd to be above the Leſſer XKam- 
ment, and Caſtle of Scaro, funk down ſo low, that it 
could not be ſeen from the ſecond. 

Hitherto the Sea had not been obſerved to boil up, 
or any Noiſe heard upon the Black Ifland: But upon 
the 3iſt of July, the Sea was [een to emit Smoak at two 
leveral Places; one of which was about zo, and the o- 
ther above 60 Paces diſtant from the Iſland. In theſe 
two Places, both of which were perfectly round, the 
Water of the Sea looked like Oyl, and ſeem'd to riſe 
up and bubble > Which it continued to do for more 
than a. Month; in which time there were a great many 
Fifhes found dead on the Shore, cccaſion'd by their 
happening to have been too near theſe two Places, 
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+ I The Night following there was heard a dull hollow 


ing from fide to fide in theſe winding Caverns, and 


and that the Black Iſſand, which was already very

- rife our of the midſt of the Funnel Flames of Fire. 
which darted very high into the Air, and diſappeared 
immediately. Next Day there was heard ſeveral Re- 
turns of the ſame Noiſe, which was follow'd by 2 
Smoak, not White, as uſual, but blackiſh; and which, 
notwithſtandiug a very freſh North Wind, roſe up in 
2 Moment to a prodigious Height, in form of a Cc. 
lumn, and in the Night time would, in all probability, 
have appeared, as if it were all on Fire. ö 

Auguſt the 7th, the Noiſe alter'd ; and from bei 
dull, as before, it became very loud, and reſembled the 
Noiſe which is made when leveral great Stones are 
thrown all together into a very deep Well: And ! 
really believe that this Great Noiſe was occaſioned by 
ſeveral large pieces of Rocks, which after having 
been raiſed up with the Iſland by the violence of the 
Fire, broke off by reaſon of their weight, and fell 
back ag in into the Subterranean Caverns. What 
confirms me in this Thought is, that I ſaw then the 

Ends of this Ifland in ſo great a Motion, that after 
having appear'd for ſome Days, they then diſappear'd, 
and afterwards re-appear'd again a- new. Howſoerer 

it was, this Noiſe after having continued ſo for near 

a Month, was followed by another much louder and 


more extraordinary: It fo nearly relembled Thunder, 


that when it did really Thunder, as it happen'd to do 
Three or Four times, there was very little Difference 
between the one and the other. 

As the Paſſage, which the Fire had made it ſelf by 
its Violence through ſo many Rocks, was not, in all 
probability, in a {trait Line, and was in ſome places 
narrower, and in others larger and more free; ſo it is 

robable, that the Fire, or rather the Sulphurous and 
urning Exhalations, cauled this great Noiſe, by turn- 


endeavouring to get a Paſſage out, which was diffi 
cult for them to find: Which was the Cauſe that 
the Noiſe of this Subterraneous Thunder was ſome- 
times not ſo loud, and a little while after grew mote 
violent, and ſometimes was ſo ſtunning, that People 
talking together could ſcarce hear one another ſpeak ; 


high, ſeemed to crack on every fide ; and in ſhort, 
that the incloſed Fire, after ſeveral Windings and

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feverat Cannons diſcharged at once. 


alſo the Fire: There did not appear any in the Night; 
but the next Day both feturned with greater force than 
at any time before. The Smoak was reddiſh and very 
thick, and the Fire fo great, thit the Water of the 
Sea ſmoak'd and bubbled up all round the Black Ifland, 
I had in the Night the Curioſity to view with a 
Teleſcope the great Fire that appeared upon the Moun- 
tain of this Ifland, and I number'd Sixty Openings or 
Funnels, which threw out all of them a very bright 
Fire, and were divided from one another by Rocks, 
In all Probability there were othets, and perhaps as 
many on the other fide of the Mountain, which 1 
could not ſee, Next Morning I obſerved that the 
Iſland had been very much raiſed in the Night; that 
a Range of Rocks about Fifty Foot long was roſe out 
of the Water, which made the Iſland broader than it 
was before ; and that the Sea was almoſt covered over 
with the reddiſh froathy Matter above-mentioned. 
This Matter, or Froth, appeared upon the Sea every 
time that the Iſland increated conſiderably ; and occa- 


' fioned a ſtink, much like that of the Sink of a Ship; 


which we may imagine to ariſe from à ſlimy Earth 
mixed with Sulphur, which being raiſed up with the 
Rocks, and coming to be waſhed off by the Waves, 
was looſned and diluted by the Water, and fo 
ſent up to the Surfare the Salts with which it was 
loaded. | | 
The Fire had hitherto appeared but only in one 
place, upon the Top of the Black Iſland; but on the 
5th of September it made it ſelf another Paſſage, and 
appeared at the End of that Iſland, on the fide next 
Teraſia, which is another Iſland which ſome Authors 
lay was formerly joined to that of Santorini, and was 
feparated from it by an Earthquake, The Fire did nor 
continue at this End but a few Days, during which 
it decreaſed at the place whence it uſed commonly to 
iſſue out. And here we were very agreeably ſurpriz d 
in ſeeing the Fire Three ſeveral times dart out from 
this place without any Noile, and riſe up in the Air 
like a large Rocket. The following Days there was 
much the lane Spectacle; for the Subterraneous 
Thunder, after having made a great Noile, broke out 
from time to time with a Clap as loud as that of a 
Cannon, (which the Inhabitants were then ſo far from 


any 


being afraid of, that they 882 in viewing it) 


N „ 
was able to break out with a Noiſe equal to that of Decimbers 


Auguſt 21, the Smoak diminiſhed- conſiderably, as: - 
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December. and was accompanied with a very beautiful and large 


* 


ire, which ſhooting up in an inſlant to a great Height, 


fell again on the Iſland, and illuminated it almofk all 
over, I cannot better repreſent the Figure that the 


Fire made in the Air, than by comparing it to a Cer. 


tain Artificial Fire-work I have ſeen in France, and 


is there called the Gerbe: But with this difference 


notwithſtanding. that this Fire, of which Iam ſpeak- 
ing, role much higher, and was much larger, but not 
ſo diſtin& as that of the Gerbe. The Pleaſure, how- 
ever, that they had, in viewing thoſe Natural Fires, 
which ſo nearly reſembled Artificial ones, was not a 
little diſlurbed by a Phznomenon which the Inhabi- 


tants believed to be an ill Omen to them; for imme 


diately after the Fire was darted out, as J have ſaid, 
in the manner of a Rocket, there appeared in the Air 
a Blaze, in the form of a long fiery Sword, which 
continued ſometime, without moving, over the Caſtle 
of Scaro, and afterwards dilappeared. 

At that time alſo, the White Iſland and the Bl ick 
Iſland, having increaled in length, in proportion as 
they role in height, united together; and the End of 
the Black Iſland, towards the South-Eaſt, began not 
to increaſe any more, either in Height or Length, 
while the End toward the Weſt increaſed very ſenſibly 
to the Sight: Which makes me imagine, that the 
Mine of Sulphur being at this place, and the Fire not 
finding any Paſſage out here, had force to raiſe up this 
part and not the other; for in the Middle of the Iſland 
it always found Openings to iflue out at, together 
with the Smoak. It had then Four Paſlages there, 
which were ſo near one another, that one could not 
well diſtinguiſh them aſunder, but by the Smoak : Ido 
not mean that Smoak which commonly iſſued out and 
was continual, but that which roſe up at ſome certain 
times with a great force; for this Smoak came forth 
ſometimes from one Paſſage, and ſometimes from ano- 
ther, and oftentimes out of all Four together; ſome- 
times with a great Noiſe, and at other times without 
any Noiſe at all, tho' then allo it iſſued out with the 
lame Impetuoſity. | 

Out of thele Paſſages alſo there came a whiltling 
Noiſe, like that of an Organ Pipe; which, by the 
variety of Sound it made, pleaſed the Inhabitants as 
often as the Subterraneous Thunder cealed. _ 

One would think, that the Noiſe of this Thunder 
ſhould not then be ſo loud, by reaſon of the ſeveral 
Paſſages of which I have {poken ; yet, notwirhitand- 
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ing, it was not at any time fo great and ſo frequent Decembe#: 
as it was then, and as it was above fix Months after: Ly WW 
It was then, as I ſaid, like the Report of a Cannon: | 
And there did not paſs a Day or a Night, but we 
heard Five or Six, ſometimes Ten or Twelve of em; 
and at the ſame time ſeveral great burning Stones were 
thrown into the Air ; ſome of which falling one Day 
upon the Great Aammeni, (et fire to ſome Thickets of 
Buſhes upon that little Iſland; and others being caſt a 
great way into the Sea, had certainly deſtroyed a {mall 
Veſſel that paſſed by at above a Miles diſtance, if it 
had gone by never ſo little later. Theſe Claps were 
always attended with this Smoak I have mentioned, 
which was very different from that which iſſued out 
continually from the Gulf of Fire almoſt in the Mid- 


h dle of the Iſland; for this was much thicker and 
h blacker, and roſe in an inſtant much higher, and 
le was not diſperſed till ſome time after, and then fell 


in Aſhes upon the Country, or into the Sea; ſome of 
which the Wind ſometimes carried as far Anacuphi, 
an Iſland about 25 Miles diftant from the Bay of 
Huntorini. 
Some Perſons had the Curioſity to gather ſome of 
theſe Aſhes, (which were of a Colour between Black 
and White) and put them into the Fire, imagining 
they would burn like Gun-powder, which they very 
much reſembled ; but they produced no other effect, 
than only making a ſmall hiſſing Noiſe, |

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December. The Leſſer Kammenti was ſeveral times quite covered 
Wy over with great Stones cover'd with burning Sulphur ; 
| ſeveral of which rolling afterwards from the top of 
this little Ifland into the Sea, made a very bright 
light and pleaſant appearance in the Night. I thought 
at firſt, that the Fire had paſſed under ground from 
the New Iſland to this; becaule they are not very far 
alunder : But I ſoon found my miſtake, and that this 
Fire proceeded only from theſe Stones ſulphur'd over; 
for the Sulphur, with which they were cruſted over, 
being conlumed, they were all extinguiſh'd ir half a 
quarter of an Hours time, except ſome few which re- 
mained alight above half an Hour, One Day, when 
the Leſſer Aammeni was all on fire, after one of theſe 
furious Claps, and the Air was ſo too, thro? the fre- 
quent Flathes cf Fire that appeared in the Clouds,

we ſaw, by a lurprizing Accident, three Flaſhes come 
out of the places where the Fire was, which one could ] 
not diſtinguiſh from rea} Lightning, but that they t 
were formed lower, and were at the two Ends of the a 
Iſland. By the violence of one of theſe Claps, part 1 
of the Top of the New Iſland was carried off into E 
the Sea, and leveral Stones were throw to above two 
Miles diſtance : And, as if the Mine had been ex- I 
hauſted by this great Clap, three or four Days paſſed ( 
without any Noile, and almoſt without any Fire or WW 
Soak. They thought then, that they ſhould have as 
ſeen an End of it: But the Fire kindled again, and 
the Iſland became more terrible than before, I was 1! 
then at a Village Six Miles diſtant; where we heard ſo n 
diſtinctly (notwithſtanding it lay under a Mountain) . 
the Blaſt of the Mine, that the Inhabitants were ſo f E 
frighted at ſuch an extraordinary Clap, that I was St 
forced to put 'em in heart, and they run immediatly to «: 
Church to ſay their Prayers, and recommend them- 15

ſelves to God. At my Return to the Caltle of Scars, 
1 found the People much more alarmed than they were ot 
in the Village; and was informed immediately, that th 
the Caltle had ſuffered ſo violent a Shake, that the in; 
Doors of the Houles, and the Windows that were Lo 
mut, were opened by the force and violence of the Po.

. the 10th, 1708. at half an Hour after Eighi {po 
of the Clock in the Morning, there was another Earth-i my 
quake at Santorini; and lome Perlons aſſured me, that <Ve 
there was another the Night before, but not ſo ſenii per 
ble as this. If we may judge by what is paſt, our} 9th 
Volcano is ſo far from drawing ſhortly to an End, that} = 
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it gets new force by other Veins of Sulphur which December 


take Fire at a greater ditlance. We have Inſtances of 
this in the Fire and Flames which riſe lo frequently 
into the Air, and fall again over the whole Ifland, 
making in the Night time as fine a Spectacle as was 


ever leen in Artificial Fire-works, Beſides this, ſe- 


veral great Rocks, joy ning to the Iſland, which before 
were even with the Water, have been railed much 
higher; and the Noiſe, Smoak, and Boyling of the 
Sea, increaſe ſo much, that tho' the Inhabitants of 
Santorini have been ſo long accuſtomed to lee all theſe 
things, yet they could nut help being more afraid than 
before. And certainly not without reaſon ; for the 
Subterraneous Noile was more violent than ever, and 
continued ſeveral Days together, without any Inter- 
miſſion; and in the ſpace of a quarter of an Hour 
the Mine dilcharged ir ſelf Five or Six times ; the 
Noiſe of which, with the great Quantity of Stones it 
threw into the Air, the Shocks it gave the Houles, 
and the Fire which appeared in open Day (which was 
never ſeen before) very much ſurpaſſes all chat Ihave 
before ſpoken of it. 

The 15th of April was remarkable above all other 
Diys, for the great Number and Violence of the 
Claps; by one of which, near a Hundred great Stones 
vere mounted up all at once into the Aar, and fell 
again at above two Miles diſtance in the Sea. Tho' I 
was then about Three Miles off from the New Iſland, 
I obſerved one of a ſurprizing Greatneſs, which did 
not riſe fo high as the reit, but was driven farther, in a 
ſtrait Line, like a Cannon Ball, This happened to be 
Eaſter-Day (which was upon Apri! the qth, Old 
Stile, which is uled at Santorim) and this Circum- 
kance contributed not a little to confirm ſeveral 
ignorant Geeks in the ridiculous Opinion they 
had, that this New Itland was one of the Mouths 


of Hell; ſo that they did not ſcruple to lay, that 


the Devils, not being able ro bear that Day, as be- 
ing jealous of the Glory of the Reſurrection of our 
Lord, had made all the Efforts that Day that was 


poſſible: And their Bithop himſelf was lo infa. 


tuated with this Opinion, as well as the reſt, that he 
poke to me very ſeriouſly about it, and asked me 
my Thoughts of it: Bur notwithitanding whatlo- 
ever I could ſay to undeceive him, I found that he 
perliſted in his Opinion, and would not be per[waded 
otherwile, . 
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From the 15th of April to the 23d of May, which 


WY was a Year from the Birth of this New Iſland, what 


I have deicribed above, continued the lame ; and ! 
did not obſerve any thing more in particular, unleſs it 
were that the Iſland increaſed in Height and not in 
Length; and that one furious Clap beat down at once 
all the Top of it; which by means of the Aſhes and 
Stones of all ſizes that fell upon it Day and Night, 
was not only repaired, but made much higher than ir 
was before. All Particulars began to abate after- 
Wards: The Smoak decreaſed ; the Subterraneous 
Noiſe was not fo violent; and the Claps, tho' they 
were very frequent, were not however fo loud, by 
realon that the Funnels, which gave a Paſſage to the 
Fire and Smoak, were then much larger than they 
were before. 

Hitherto I had not been to fee this Ifland, but at a 
diſtance ; for fear the ſame ſhould happen to me, as 
to Pliny, when he went to Ice Mount Veſuvms ; and 
leaſt 1 ſhould be ſuffocated, as he was, with the 
Flames, or over-whelm'd with the Stones which this 
New itland threw out on every ſide. But ſeeing that 


there was then no danger, I went in company with 


the Reverend Fiancis Criſpo, the Latin Biſhop of 
Santorini; who, as well as my felf, had not ſeen i: 
before but at a diſtance, and had the fame Curioſity 
as my [elf to view it, and take all the Dimenſions of 
it. And as our Deſign was to go a»ſhoar upon it, if 
poſſible, we went directly to it; to do which, we 
were obliged to paſs over a Place where the Sea 


Imoak'd very much, but did not bubble. We were 


no ſooner come to this Place, but we perceived a 
Heart itrike upon our Faces; which was nothing elle 
but the Fumes of the Sulphur, in the midſt of which 
we were at that time, One of the Perſons that were 
with us, who was naturally more timerous than the 
reſt, being lurpriz'd at this Heat, and not knowing 
he Cauſe of it, aſked from whence it proceeded ? 

The Seamen bid him and us put our Hands into the 
Water ; which wedid, and found it fo very hor, that 
having ten them out again immediately, the Eithop 
bid tnem make what halite they could away; lay- 
ing pleaiantly, that That Place was too hot to tarry 
there long. What ſurprized and griey'd me at the 
fam? time, was, that we were then Five Hundred 
Paces off from the New Ifland, and that I had not 
time to ſound the Depth of this Place, From hence 
we wen Guotily over - 29 thay pare of the 2a 
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The Remarkables of the YEAR, 1712. 
where it had encrealed in Length, where there was 
more Danger; for ſeeing that the Smoak was very 
thick, which ſhewed that there was a great Fire all 
the reabout, we did not think it ſafe to go any nearer, 
and fo ſatisfy'd our ſelves with viewing only the 
ſpace that was between this New Iſland and the Leſſer 
Kamment ; which I found to be broader than I ima- 
gined, and judged that a Galley might paſs through 
the narroweſt place of it, After this, we went on 
Shore upon the Great Aaummeni, that we might from 
thence view nearer, and without any Danger, the 
whole Burning Iſland, and elpecially that fide of it 
which we could ſcarce lee from the Caſtle of Scaro. 
From hence it was, that after having well examined 
all Particulars, we judged this New Ifſland to be 
about Two Hundred Foot in Height, Five Miles in 
Circumference, and a Mile over at its broadeſt parts 
As to the Form of it, it is oblong, and relembles 
in ſome meaſure the Figure of a jeep as may 
be ſeen by the Deſign of it, which I took from this 
place. 

After having tarried ſometime upon the Great 


' Kmmmeni (where we had the pleaſure to ſee of en, 


not far off, a great many Stones thrown violently out 
of the Gulf of Fire, and fall down again with a 
terrible Noiſe upon the Iſland) we took a Reſolution 
to coaſt it round, and to go to the other End of it, 
not doubting but that we mighr get on Shore there, 
becauſe that part of the Iſland had not increaſed for 
ſeveral Months, aud there did not appear any Fire or 
Smoak there. We were within a hundred Paces of 
ir, when putting my Hand into the Water, I perceived 
that it was warm, and that the fu:ther we went the 
hotter it grew. At this Inſtant the Mine diſc:;arged 
it ſeif ; and the Wind drove upon us the thick Smoak, 
which broke out with ſuch violence every time the 
Mine took Fire: And a Shower of Aſhes and little 
Stones, not larger than common Hail-Stones, falling 
upon us, we were forced againſt our will to quit our 
deſign of going on Shore upon the Iſland at this Place, 
This Shower of Stones and Aſhes being over, we re- 
tired a little by realon of the great heat of the Wa- 
ter ; and letting down our Plummet, we had at this 
Place 49 Fathom of Water, without finding the 
Bottom, our Line not being long enough. Viewing 
afterwards the Space that was at this End between 
the Iſland and the Leſſer Kammeni, we found in leve- 
ral places that it was narrower at this fide than at 
79 5 d 4 the 
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December. the other; and that if the New Iſland ſhould continue

to grow bigger, ſeveral Rocks, which were already 
half above Water, and roſe up nearer to the Leſſer 


Kammeni, would in time thut up the Paſſage and 
joyn both the Iflands together, ſo as to make a 
little Port between 'em, which would be very 
commodious for the Shipping of Santorini. In re. 
turning afterwards to the Caſtle of Scaro, we 
patſed by the little Port of the Leſſer Aammeni; 
and (by reaton of its nearneſs) could tcarce believe 
what” they there told. us, viz. That they could not 
Hear there any of the Noiſe that this New Ifland 
made : Which we found to be true, and that 
the Height of this little Ifland was the Caule of 
jr. | | * 

During all the reſt of the time that I tarried at 
Santorini, to the 13th of Auguſt, 1708. (at which 
time I came away) the Smoak, Fire, Noile, &e. 
continued much the fame as I have now delcri- 
bed 'em; that is to ſay, they were always pretty 
moderate, | 

This is all that I can ſay of this Phznomenon ; 
all the Circumſtances of which I have related fo 
much the more fully, becauſe I was the only 
Perſon at Sintorini who kept a Journal of what 
happened every Day; and of which I had given 
you an Account ſooner, but that, in order to make 
it more compleat, I waited a long time in vain, 
in hopes to have ſeen and given you an Account 
of the End of it. From my leaving Santorini, to 


this prefent the 6th of July), 1711. I have re- 


ceived leveral Letters, and have ſeen and ſpoken 
with ſeveral Perſons who have come from thence 
within theſe, few Days, and they all tell me, that 
the New Iſland grows ſtill in Length on that fide next 
Teraſia : That it is now about Six Miles in compatls : 
That as to the Fire and Noiſe under ground, they 
were more moderate than before; which makes the 
Inhabitants of the Iſland hope, that they ſhall ſhorily 
ſee an End of it. „ 
As for my part, when J conſider, that the Paſſages 
which give vent to the Fire, are very large, and almoſt 
in the Middle of the Iſland; and that there is no ap- 
pearance that the Fire will ever make a Paſlage at the

Some Years ago, ſays the Author of the Mercury Suppoſed 
Galant, Ten French Men with two Savages ſet out Diſcovery 
from Montreal in Canada, and having continued for of a new 
ſome time in the Country of the 1//inois, and on the Country in 
Banks of the River Miſſippi, they reſolv'd to proceed America. 


further on new Diſcoveries. They made ule of three 
Canoes of Bark of Trees to remount the Miſiſipi, and 
being gone up the fame 150 Leagues, they were ſtopt 
by a Fall, which oblig'd them to carry their Canoes 
fix Leagues over Land, and then they embark'd again 
on the {aid River, and went up the ſame Forty Leagues 
more without meeting any People. They ſpent a 
Month and a half in Hunting, and continuing their 
deſign of attempting ſome new Diſcovery, they met 
Fifteen Leagues from thence, with a River running 
to the South South-Weſt, from which they conjectur'd 
that it dilcharg'd it ſelf into the S9uzh-Sea ; its Courle 
being oppolite and contrary to thoſe which fall into 
the North-Sea. They relolved thereupon to carry 
their Canoes into it, and in their way ſaw Lyons, 
Leopards and Tygers, which did not offer to attack 
them, They fell down that River about 150 Leagues, 
and mer with a Nation call'd Eſcaaniba, which 
poſſeſſes a Country of an extent of 200 Leagues at 
leaſt, in which they ſaw ſeveral Forts, Towns, and 
Villages, whereof the Houtes are built with Timber 
and Bark of Trees. They have a King who pretends 
to deſcend from Montezuma, and who is commonly 
Cloathed with Mens-Skins, which is alſothe ordinary 
Cloathing of the Inhabitants. 

They leem in their manner, to be under ſome Rules 
of Policy. They are Idolaters; and their Idols, which 
are in their King's Palace, are frightful, and of a 
prodigious Size. There are two amongſt others, 
whereof one is the Figure of a Man, arm'd with 
Lances and Arrows, having one Foot upon the 
Ground, and the other lifred up, with a Hand on the 
Figure of a Horle, as if he was going to mount him. 
They ſay, that this is the Statue of one of their 
Kings, who was a great Conqueror. That Statue 
holds in its Mouth a large ſquare Carbuncle, which 
caits a Light in the Night as Fire. The other Figure 
is a Woman, who was a Queen, fitting on a Saddle 
apan an Unicorn, having Four great Dogs on =

December. ſide, Theſe Figures are of maſſy Gold, but very ill 
WAY YL made. They are let on a raiſed Place, being a ſquare 


about Thirty Foot cover'd with Gold. Between thoſe 
two Statues is the way into the King's Apartment, 


and at the Door of the lame, ſtand his Guards, con- 


fiſting of 200 Men. The Palace is very large, and is 
three Stories high. The Walls are Eight Foot high, 
and of maſly Gold, cut in ſquare like Bricks, and 
laid one upon the other, faitned by Hooks and Bars of 
the lame Metal. The reſt of the Building is of Tim- 
ber, and cover'd with the ſame. Thoſe People have 
a great Trade for Gold; but our Diſcoverers could 
never guels with what Nation, unlels it be with the 
People of Japan; for they carry their Gold to fo great 
a diſtance, that they told the French, that they ſpent 
Six Moons in their Journey to that Nation. Our Ad- 
Venturers were prelent at the ſetting out of one of their 
Caravins, whica conſiſted of above 300 Oxen laden 
with Gold, and guarded by the like number of Men, 
Arm'd with Lunces and Arrows, with a kind of Poi- 
niard. They batter their Gold for Iron, Steel, Lan. 
ces, Sc. They are altogether Strangers to Writing, 
but ute a ſort f Buk dteſſed for that purpoſe, on 
wich they mark the quantity of Gold inttuſted to 
each of the Men aforclaid, for wich he muit be 
accountable at his Return. 

Their King is called Agauzan, which ſignifies in 
their Language the Great King, and, tho' he is at 
War with no body, he keeps a ſtanding Army of 
oo Men. Their Trumpets are of Gold, and ſtray, 
and they found the tame in a dilagreabie manner, 
Their Drums are large Kettles of Gold, covered with 
Hart Skins, and ſo large, that they muſt be carry'd 
by Oxen. Theſe Troops exerciie once a Week in the 
King's Prelence, 

The Inhabitants are of a browniſh Complexion, and 
look frightful, having a long rarrow Head, which 
they form into that ape by preſling the Heads of 
Children berween two pieces of Board, The Women 
are handlom and as white as in Europe, They have, 
as well as the Men, large Ears, which they accouut 
a great Beauty, and adoin them with Gold Rings 
They let their Nails grow as long as they can; 
and this is amorgſt them a mark of Dittin&ivn. 
— ”w Hairy Men are look'd upon to be the hand- 
LOMEILL, 


Poligamy 
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Poligamy is in ule amongſt them, and they ſhew December. 
little Concern for the Conduct of their Daughters. 
They love Rejoycing and Dancing, and are great : 
Eaters, They make a fort of Wine of Palm Trees, 

and have ſeveral other ſorts of Liquors. They Smoak : 
very much, and have good Tobacco, which grows in 
their Country without any Culture. They receiv'd 
kindly thele French Men, who were the firit Euro- 
peans that ever they law, The King endeavoured to 
perſwade them to continue in his Country, and offer'd 
them Wives; but leeing they were reſolved to return 
home, he made them promiſe, that they would came 
back. They were very much ſurpriz'd at the effect of 
their Fire Arms, and expreſſed tuch a fear upon 
that Account, that they durit not come near them. 

The Country is very Temperate, aud the Inhabi- 
tants live to a great Age, without being troubled with 
Diſeates. The Country affords all torts of Fruits, 
both of the Indies and Europe. They have abundance 
of Indian Wheat and Wild Oats, which is as white 
and good as Rice, They make Bread of both, but 
cultivate only the former. They have large Plains 
which affords excellent Paſture for all forts of Cattle. 
Their Rivers are full of Fiſh, and the Woods abound 
withall forts of Birds, elpecially Parots. They have 
Monkeys and Animals peculiar to that Country. 
Their Capital City lies within Six Leagues of the 
River Miſi, which ſignifies the River of Gold. 

The French upon their taking their leave of that 
King promiſed to return in Thirty Six Moons, that 
is in three Years, and to bring along with them 
ſeveral Goods from Canada to barter for their Gold, 
which they value fo little, that the King bid them 
take as much as they pleaſed, which they did, and 
brought away each Sixty Bars, weighing about Two 
Hundred and Forty Pound. Two of the ſaid Adven- 
turers had the Curioſity to go to the Place from 
whence they bring their Gold, and inform'd the 
others, that the Mines are within the hollow Parts of 
the Mountains, from which the Gold is carried away by 
Rivers, and is found on the Banks of them. Thole 
Rivers are almoſt quite dry'd up for four Months in 
the Year. | 

Moſt of theſe Adventurers returning Home were 
killed at the Mouth of the River St. Lawrence by an 
Engliſh Pyrate, and two of them only eſcaped, who 
after a long Captivity, during which they have been 
in leveral Bays in the Faſt and V Indien, _— 
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The Remarkablts of the LEA RZ, 1712. 
China, are at laſt arriv d at Breſt, and aſſure, upon 
their Lives, that if they are conducted to the Miſiſipi, 
they will eaſily find again the way leading to that new 
Peru. | 


Whether the Aurhor of the Mercure Gallant has

In ſhort, no kind of Tax, howeverunutual and ſtrange, 
but has been laid in France during this War: A War 
in all Reſpects great, and not without much Labour 
and Time, beſides Miraculous Events, brought to- 
wards a good End: But happily ſuch is the preſent 
Situation of Affairs, as ſhall be deduced at large in 
this Petition, that there is ground to hope it may e'er 
long be actually terminated, to the entire Satisfaction 
of the Allies, even in a much ſhorter time than other 
States, this Republick eſpecially have been obliged 
to contend for the Eſtabliſhment or Defence of their 
Liberty: For we need not inſtance, that in the lait 
Century the famons German War was not ended till 
after almoſt 30 Years, by the Treaty of Veſtphal ia; 
and as for this State, its Liberty was not compleatly 
55 , eſtabliſh'd

At the ſame time it muſt be acknowledged, that 
the Courſe of all theſe ſo Great and Advantageous 
Events has not been equally ſwift, nor every Year 
of the War equally Glorious and Succeſsful : That 
ſometimes Battles have been loſt, as that of the 
Spierbac h, Calcinato, Caſtiglione, and Almanza ; that of 
Villavicioſa may upon good Grounds be affirmed to have 
rather 5,cter, we leflen'd the Glory of the Allies: 
Some Towns beſieged by the Enemy have been for- 
ced to yield, but tor the moſt part have been re- 


cover'd again; and the Campaigns which followed 


thoſe wherein Victories were won, as for inſtance 
thole of Schellenberg, Blenheim, and Ramellies, were 
not altogether ſo ſucceſsful : But beſides that in ge- 
neral tis not in the Nature of human Affairs to be 
on all ſides, and alway proſperous, and even the 
heavenly Luminaries are ſometimes darken'd in their 
Courſe ; and that particularly the Almighty is ſome- 
times pleas'd, more-eſpecially in Affairs of War, to 
manifeſt his Superior Power, to fruſtrate the Deſigns 
of Men, and to mock their Confidence in the Spear 
and Sword ; we ſhall take Notice of the rwo princi- 
pal Cauſes of this Variation of Succeſs : Firit, The 
great Power of the Enemy, who by the Efforts they 
had made, and the Defeats they had receiv'd, were 
indeed much ſhatrer'd, but not intizely broken; and 
who far from being diſpirited and plunged into Deſpair, 
were ſtimulated to ſpare nothing, and to collect all 
their Strength and Reſorces for retrieving their 
Loſſes 3 thereby wiping off the Old Traditional Impu- 
tation which at all Times, even in thoſe of Heathe- 
niſm, had been beſtowed on their Nation, ever ad- 
dicted to Arms, namely that in Proſperity and Sucs» 
cels they were more than Men in Activity and Cou- 
rage, but in Adverſity more faint-hearted than Wo- 
men, utterly impatient of Fatigue unger any great 
Dilaſter of War. 1 

In the next place, 'tis to be obſerved, That the 
Enemy, even before this War broke out, having pol- 
leſled themſelves of all the Parts and Dependencies 
of the Spaniſh Monarchy, and other aſſociated Coun- 
tries, made it their fl Care to fortify themſelves. in 


what they had ſeized by Uſurpation and Violence; , 


and when, not long after, the Arms of the Allies 
began to be ſuperior, the Enemy choſe to act moſtly 
on the Defenſive, to ſeek carefully all Adyantageous 


Situations of Ground, Paſſes, Deſilez, Eminences; 
Moraſſes and Woods; to poſt numerous Armies behin4 
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unfordable Rivers, and itrong fortified Lines, and in 
the Intervals berween : So that it would have been 
extreamly difficult for the Allies to make Conqueſts, 
or to extend further thoſe already made, (which yet 
more than once, and particularly the laſt Campaign, 
has been done with Succeſs) had not thole .Precau. 
tions and Meaſures been eluded by the Dexterity, 
Skill, and other Military Vertues, conſtantly ſhewn by 
their Generals. 

Beides all this, the War has been very difficult, in 
{ome Parts,becauſe of the Backwardneſs and ſhort dura. 
tion of good Weather; in others, becauſe of their 
diſtant Situation, and their being ſurrounded on the 
Land- ſide by the Enemy; fo that it has been impoſſible 
to lend Succours thither otherwiſe than by Sea, and 
that in an expenfive, and at the ſame time, uncertain 
manner: Mean while, the Enemy, who by their 
Situation, border on the Dominions of all the Allies 
on the Continent, and with reſpe& to ſome, were 
poſlets'd (and till are in ſome Parts) of the Advan- 
tage of Rivers, cou'd eaſily make War there, and in 
cale of Loſs, re-eſtabliſh their Armies; as in Spain 
they have often done ; and laitly, in the preceding 
Year, after the Battle of Saragoſſa : Add to this, That 
with reſpect to the laſt mentioned Kingdom, the ſaid 
Difficulties of the Allies, were increas'd by the Dit 
ference of the Climate and Food, the Sterility of the 
Country, and the Multitude of Mountains, which 
of ald ſerved the Spaniards in their Wars againſt the 
Moors, above leven hundred Years together, for places 
of Retreat and Defence, as they have done likewile 
ſince the Wars which from Time to Time have hap- 
pend between the Caſtillians and the Arragonians; 
To all this is ſtil} to be added, that what through 
want of Order or Diſcipline, as well as the Slownels 
of one or other of the Allies, or elſe through Di- 
ſtraction and Separation of their Forces, either ro quell 
Commotions in ane part, or to prevent thoſe which 
there was Cauſe to apprehend' in others, the fore- 
mentioned Progreſſes have ſometimes been ſtopp'd, or 
fora Ting repell'd, :> 7 ng on If fer £3 
But beſides the Occurrences here , ſummarily taken 
Noticeof, very remarkable likewiſe, and on Account 
of the foręſaid Difficulties and Obſtacles, the more to 
be eitcem'd are the Advantages which have been 
gain'd in this War, and the manifeſt: Likelihood of 
greater ſtill, in cals thele be managed as they ought, 


and a right aud good Ule made of them. Theſe Ad- 
5s: N EEE LY . vantages 
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vantages conſiſt, firſt of all, in the Glory which the 
Arms of your High Mightineſſes and your Allies have 
acquir'd, and next, in the many conſiderable Con- 
queſts gain'd from the Enemy, The Glory of thoſe 
Arms cannot fail to procure Reſpect, and if duly 
maintain'd, will render the Peace, which is to be 
made, morefirm and — Hiſtory ſhewing, That 
States and Nations by this lometimes, more than by 
other Means, have preſerv'd themſelves from Foreign 
Inſult and Invaſion, and conſequently from the worſt 
of Calamities; and that on the contrary, thoſe who 


. have neglected or loſt it, have lived in continual 


Inquietude and Danger. and in Time have fallen to 
Decay, . and even become the Prey of an Enemy. 
Some have therefore not unaptly compared the Glory 
of Arms to the Husk or Rind of Fruit, which con- 
tinuing whole, the Fruit within is long preſerv'd, but 
damag'd or ſtripp'd off the Fruit ſoon periſnes. As to 
the Conqueſts of the Allies, and the Frontiers widely 
extended thereby, we muſt obſerve (confining our 
ſelves to ſpeak only of what directly concerns theſe 
Provinces and their Neighbourhood, having on other 
Occaſions ſpoken at large of what relate to Germany, 
Italy, and other Parts) that the Enemy, who in the 
Peginning of this War had extended themlelves on 
the Frontiers of this State, and even cloſe under its 
Eye, from Sluys in Flanders, to the Waal and Rhine, 
are now driven very near within the ancient Bounds 
of France; that the Lower Rhine, which in the three 
Wars againſt France fince 1672, was conſtantly the 
firſt Scene of Action, as being the Part by which the 
Enemy thought they could with leaſt Difficulty break 


into the Heart of our Country, is intirely wreſted 
from them: That the Maeze is in the Hands of the 


Allies clear up within a little of the Outlet of the 
Sambre; as is alſo the Schelde further than Tournay, 
which is further than any of the Allies have been 
poſſeſs'd of it in Forty Years before; and, laſtly, the 
Lys, ſo far as 'tis Navigable: That ſo much of the 
Province of Gelderland as by the Peace of Munſter was 
left to Spain, is reduc'd; as are allo thoſe of Limbourg, 
Brabant, Mechlen, Flanders, Two Thirds of Hainault, 
Lifſe, Tournay, and great part of Arto: That other 
more diſtant Provinces are compelled to pay Contri- 
bution: That in the laſt Campaign the War was car- 
ry'd up to the further Side of Hainault, and to the 
Source of the Scarpe and of the Lys, Rivers which by 
means of the Deule and its Canal, which has a Com- 
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munication with the Scarpe and the Schelde, werg 
formerly ſerviceable to the Enemy in their many, and 
ſince the Year 1655, almoſt continual Invaſions of 
the Spaniſh Provinces of the Netherlands: That by the 
Armies on both ſides, the Enemy's Frontiers are 
eaten up, and conſequently it will be very difficult 
for them, whatever Expence and Labour they are ar, 
to bring dry Forage from their inmoit Provinces to 
their Frontiers and Places which lie moſt expoſed ; 
*twill even be almoſt impoſſible for them to bring 
together lo great a Quantity as is requiſite, for ſub- 
fiiting there, during the Winter, an extraordinary 
Body of Troops, elpecially of Cavalry, and taking 
the Field in the Spring before the Grals is come up, 
with a great Army : That on the other Hand, Your 
High Mightineſſes and Your Allies, by Means of the 
forelaid Rivers, which are in your Poſſeſſion, can 
ealily form the neceſſary Magazines of Hay and Oats 
in the Towns and Places lying neareſt the Enemy, 
if the Sums neceſſary be furniſhed in Time, and due 
Diligence uſed ; and conſequently you can maintain 
there, during the Winter, a convenient Number of 
Troops, and early in the Spring prevent the Enemy 
in the Fic1d with a formidable Army; when, in very 
great Probability, advancing as it were at one Step 
trom the neareſt Frontier, and performing only one 
proper and good Exploit, this Army may penetrate 
to the Source of the Schelde, the Somme and the Oy/e, 
and ſo on to the Seine and to the very Capital of the 
Kingdom, as formerly the Spaniards might have done 
after the Battle of St. Quintin, had not the ſelfiſh 
Views and Paſſions of tone Perſons prevail'd above 
the plaineſt Reaſons of State. And as at that Time 
the French were obliged, for ſupporting their totter- 
ing State, to draw 'together all the Force they had 
any where, even from the Kingdom of Naples, and to 
lay afide all their Views and Pretenſions to Foreign 
Dominions ; as notwithitanding this, they were con- 
{train's to ſubmit to the famous Treaty of Peace of 
Chateau-Cambreſis, by which they yielded up One 
Hundred Ninety Eight Towns, in Lieu of Three only 
that Spain reſtored to them in Picardy; fo now by the 
Means above-mer.tion'd, may the Enemy in a ſhort 
Time be compelled to abandon the Kingdom of Spain, 
with its Dependences, and to yield to a no leſs glo- 
rious than Laſting and Safe Peace. | 
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After what has been ſaid of the foregoing Advan- 
tages and Succeſſes, it might not be improper to con- 
ſider more attentively by what Means they were ac- 
quired ; that is, by what Efforts, Conduct and Brave- 
ry, Vigilance: and Zeal, Unanimity and Conſtancy, 
the War has been carried on hitherto. But all this. 
having been ſet forth pretty largely on former Occaa 
ſions, it ſhall ſuffice here to oblerve, That as a Foun- 
dation of the War in 1701, the Grand Alliance was 
formed between the Emperor, Her Britannick Majeſty, 
and this State, into which Alliance divers other 
Princes have fince entered ; by it the ſeveral high 
Allies did reſpectively engage, to employ all their 
Forces by Sea and Land, to form in effect a Counter- 
poile againſt France, and particular to procure all juſt 
and realonable Satisfaction to his ſaid Imperial Maje- 
ſty, with Reſpect to his lawful and well-grounded Pre- 
tentions to the Spaniſh Monarchy, which the Death 
of King Charles II, of glorious Memory had devolved 
upon him, as allo to procure for her ſaid . Britannick 
Majeſty and this State, particular and ſufficient Secu- 
rity for their reſpective Dominions and Territories, 
and for the Commerce and Navigation of their Sub- 
jets, and eſpecially that the Spaniſh Netherlands might 
be made a Barrier to ſeparate and keep France at Di- 
ſtance from this State; and as the other High Allies 
came into the ſaid Grand Alliance, twas itipulated 
with them, That they ſhould have juſt Satisfaction 
upon all their Grievances and realonable Demands, 
and fo the general Tranquility ſhould be re-eſtabliſhed. 
Twas much in the fame Manner that formerly, when 
the Imperial Dignity and the Sy9ainiſþ Crown, toge- 
ther with the Netherlands and the Indies, were all in 
one Hand: And when France, ever unquiet, was conti- 
nually infeſting Ttaly, ; divers Princes and States, to 
either of whom * that Crown was ſuperiour, 
formed Leagues together to balance that Power. That 
is to lay, when King Charles the VIIIth of Fance had 
on a ſudden and unexpectedly over- run Italy like a 
Deluge, the Five principal Potentates there confede- 
rated together, and with united Forces ræſcued their 
Native Country; ſoon after which, King Lewis the 
12th was by the (lo called) holy League, oblig'd 
to quit the Milaneze, Tuſcany, and divers neighbour- 
ing Provinces, which he had gained when 
Superiour in Force. The Counterpoile was yet the 
more neceſſary, when. France by the Battle of For- 
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migny having reduced ſeveral conſiderable Provinces) 
and ſoon after had annexed to her Crown others of 


no leſs Strength, exalted her ſelf more and more; ſo 


that the Kingdom of England (eſpecially after the 
Diſputes between the Houſes of Jork and Lancaſter 
were ended) with the Houle of _ 754, and after- 
wards, that of Auſtria, were obliged, for maintaining 
the common Liberty, and their own particular 
Security, to keep a vigilant Eye upon Her. King 
Henry the 8th of: England, being more jealous of the 
growing Power of France, and leſs parſimonious than 
his Father King Henry the th, did more than once 
league himſelf with other Princes, to reduce that in- 
creaſing Power within due Bounds. The Engliſh Na- 
tion, repreſented - by their Parliament, have always 
been no leſs jealous and apprehenſive of ſuch 2 Power, 
than were their Kings; ſo that hardly one Example is 
to be found, when for curbing France a War has been 
Judged neceſſary, the Parliament did not readily con- 
ient and give liberal Supplies thereto : As indeed for 
about 220 Years paſt they have conſtantly interpoſed, 
to preſerve a Ballance between the moſt powerful 
Princes and; Houſes of Europe. After the Death of 
King Henry the zd of France, during the Time that 
Catherine de Medicis had the Direction of Affairs, and 
even long after, till the Minority of the preſent King, 
that Crown being almoſt continually perplexed with 
inteſtine Diſſentions and Wars, fell to ſuch Decay and 
Weakneſs, that the above-mentioned Precautions be- 
came leſs neceſſary than before: But fince that time, 
and particularly after ſome Succeſſes in War made 
way for the Treaty of the Pyrenees, which was con- 
cluded to the: Diſadvantage of Spain, the Netherlands 
became more and more the Object of the Ambition of 


France, as formerly, during the Reign of the Houle 
of Valois, Italy had been: And when after the Death 


of King Philip the IVth of Spain, France fell upon 
them; then again as formerly, a Counterpoiſe was 
neceſlary to be formed againſt that Crown. To this 
End, the Tripple Alliance would doubtleſs have been 


of great Effect, had not the common Intereſt been 
forced to give way to ſelfiſh and blameable Politicks. 


After the ending of the firſt French War, Endeavours 
were uled again to form ſuch a Counrerpoiſe ; but in 
the mean while the ſecond War breaking out, the 
grand Alliance was firſt formed in 1689 againſt the ſaid 
Crown, and in the Beginning of this War renewed, to 
the End and Purpoſe before- mentioned. | 5 
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The Enemy mightily flattered themſelves, That a 
League of ſo many Potentates as are in the grand 


Alliance, could not long hold together, but after the 


firſt Efforts would diſſolve; that altho' the High 
Allies are by common Intereſt confederated againſt the 
great Power of the common Enemy, ſome Coldneſs or 
open Diſſention would ſoon grow up between them, 
either through Miſunderſtanding, Jealouſie, or Diffe- 


rence of Views ; that even their Succeſſes (Whether 


good or bad) would breed Diviſion and Diſunion 
among them: More particularly, they imagin'd from 
the various Conſtitutions of the ſeveral Dominions of 
the High Allies, and from the Difference in their 
Forms of Government, (in which Reſpects they al- 
ways endeavoured to repreſent this State odioully to 
the reit, as they did that of Venice inthe Time of the 
old Italian War,) that the maintaining a Counterpoiſe 
by their Union was impracticable: And laſtly, they 
ſpared no Pains nor Arts to ſow Diſtruſt among the 
High Allies, or to bring Troubles upon, or excite 
Commotion in the Dominions of one or other of 
them; as King Lews the XIth of France, to free 
himſelf from the great Streights to which he was re- 
duced by the Houle of Burgundy and other Princes, 


being even in Danger of being inſulted in his Capital 


City, applied himlelf (inſtead of expofing his King- 
dom to the Loſs of a Battle) to create Diſunion 


among the Princes. But tho? he ſucceeded, the grand 


Alliance, notwithſtanding all Intrigues and Artifices, 
lubliſts hitherto; as for maintaining the general Safety 
it muſt neceſſarily be continued, whether the War be 


{till carried on, or be ſoon ended by a good and wiſhed 


for Peace: For as to War, the Allies are timely ſen- 
ſible of what ancjeritly the Princes and States of Italy 
and other Parts of the Mediterranean came to com- 
prehend too late with Reſpect to the increaſing Gran- 
deur of Rome, that if they were to contend ſeparately 
with ſo great a Power as that of France, they might 
one after another be overcome, and ſo be all ruined : 
And as to Peace, ſhould it be made upon the very 
Terms and Views propoſed by the Grand Alliance 


above ſpecified, nevertheleſs France would have Force 


enough left to render it ſelf formidable to any one of 


the High Allies ſingly : Beſides, that Crown will be 


able to recover very ſpeedily all the Strength it may 
lole in this War, Experience having ſhewn, that for 
almoſt half a Century, Fance has needed no more than 
Six Years Reſpite at the moſt, to ſtart afreſh and begin 
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new Troubles. And beſides the Arguments which 
might be drawn from the ever reſtlels and buſie 
Temper of that Nation, which for above 200 Years 


has made them ſuch troubleſome Neighbours ; as alſo 
from the Maxims which France, for extending her 


Empire, has conſtantly purſued ; Experience proves, 
how little Account is to be made of a Treaty of 
Peace which ſhall ſeparate the High Allies : .For not 
to mention What France, after the ſolemn Treaties of 
Weſtphalia and the Pyrenees, undertook againſt the 
Empire and Spain at once in different Parts; that 
Crown, after the Peace of Nimeguen, which was not 
concluded wholly to the common Satisfaction of the 
Allies, infeſted at once the Empire, Italy, and the 
Netherlands, under moſt ſtrange , and unaccountable 
Pretexts. So that neither Reaſon nor Experience will 
permit us to hope, that tho? this War ſhould end in 
an advantagious Manner, the Peace will therefore be 
more laſting than were. the former, unleſs both before 
and after the Treaty the High Allies keep and remain 
Cloſely united and combined, in a perfect good Under- 
ſtanding, by the Continuance of their Alliance; and 
even in ſome convenient Meaſure. armed, to aſſiſt each 
other reciprocally (if Occaſion ſhall require) to repel 
new Inſults. All which will be the more neceſſary, 
becaule after the ending of the War, the violent Ani- 
moſities, which have tubſiſted for above theſe Forty 
Years, and have broken out in Three ſucceſſive Wars, 
with no long Intervals between, will not ſoon be ex- 
tinguiſhed in. the Minds of the Nations who have had 
ſuch long and fierce Conteſts _. 

To inforce what has been urged to prove the Ne- 
ceſlity of continuing the Alliance after the Peace, 
We proceed, High and Mighty Lords, to oblerve, Firſt, 
That 3 has often been reprelented) the great Aim of 
your High Mightineſfes and of your High Allies in 
this War, is the maintaining of the general Liberty 
and Eſtabliſhing the Security of this State: A Defign 
no leſs lawful than neceſſary, on which the Good or 
Ill of theſe Provinces depends. For without all 
Queſtion, nothing can be ſo oppoſite as an inſecure and 
precarious Condition to. the Proſperity. of States and 
Republicks, which like ours have Commerce, Mami- 
factures, and Navigation for their chief Baſis and 
Support, and which are not only obliged te facilitate 
to their Subjects and Inhabitants, by all Methods 
imaginable, the Means of carrying on thoſe Arts with. 


Hope and Profit, but to ſecure them in the quiet and 
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tafie Poſſeſſion and Enjoyment of what they get or 
ſpare. Doing this, the People are increaſed, and 


with them the Power and Grandeur of the Prince, in- 


finitely more, than by Conqueſts, which if numerous 
are like abundance of Branches on a Tree, that draw 
out the Strength and Sap, weaken the Trunk, and 
render it leſs able to abide Storms and Tempeſts. 
Nothing is more evident, than that Conqueſts beyond 
what are neceſfary for a Barrier to cover Frontiers, 
have always been detrimental to Republicks which 
were not founded on Maxims of War, or did not ſeek 
to 2 themſelves by the Ruin and Deſtruction 
of their Neighbours: That Conqueſts always bring 
more Charge then Profit, which drains the Strength, 
and conſequently diminiſhes the Sway and Influence of 
of the Conquerours : For Proof of which, neither 
Antient nor Modern Examples are wanting. Secondly, 
That the foreſaid great Aim and Deſign has not yer 
been poſlible to be obtained by any 1 reaty, wherein 
your High Mightinefles and your Allies could find 
their Security, And Thirdly, That therefore there is 
nothing to be done, but to carry on the War: Con- 
cerning which we muſt oblerve, that though France 
by all her Diſaſters and Defeats, the Loſs of her old 
and beſt diſciplin'd Troops, and of many Countries 
and Provinces, which at the Beginning of this War 
ſhe poſſeſſed, as allo in eſpecial manner by the Fall 
of publick Credit, is very much weakened and im- 
poveriſhed ; ſhe has however, Strength enough left to 

ive the Allies a thoughtful Concern: For, beſides 
— ancient Dominions, which in themſelves ate of 
great Weight and Power, as has formerly appeared, 
She is {till predominant in Germany on the Upper Rhine, 
the Saar, and the Moſellealmoſt to Traerbach : She has 
Forts in the ſight of the Swiſs, and by Means of them 
a Communication with Savoy, and can therefore eafily 
move to the Succour of her Frontier on either fide, 
and continually harraſs the Allies if they do not keep 
carefully on their Guard. The Dutchy of. Lorain is 
in effect wholly in the Power of the Enemy, by 
means of their Garriſons in Nancy and other Places, 
and by the great and wide extended Roads which they 
have appropriated to themſelves: The Dutchy of Bar 
is likewiſe in their Hands, and by its Situation and 
the Revenues ariſing from Wine and Salt is of great 
Importance to them. They are likewiſe ſtill poſſeſſed 
in the Netherlands of ſeveral Provinces and Towns, 
which are highly necellary for a good and 11 
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Barrier to the Allies, and for keeping off France from 
the Frontiers of this State. Bur what is of the lait 
Conſequence, -they are Maſters of the Indies, and 'of 
the greateſt part of Spain, as well as of the Iſland 
of Sicily, «nd other Territories gn the Coaſt of '*Tuſ- 
cany, with the County of Nice, and the Dutchy” of 
Savoy. Beſides all theſe Poſſeſſions, the Enemy have 
Reſources which the Experience of Fifty Years will 
not permit us to overlook ; which Reſources are 
actually employed, and all imaginable Efforts uſed to 
defend rhoſe Pulieſhons, and not without Succels this 
la ſt Campaign on the ſide of Spain, 'Ttaly, and Germany. 
"Tis likewile ſeen, how tenacious they are of what 
they have in the Netherlands, and that they not only 
ſtrive to ſecure themſelves from the Irruptions of the 
Allies, but to recover what they have loſt ; And 
therefore tis of abſolute neceſſity ro puſh on the War 
againſt them, by the ſame Methods with which the 
forementioned Advantages and Succefles were gained ; 
and to do it with all the Strength the Allies are able, 
with all poſſible Application, Zeal, Unanimiry, and 
Conſtancy; in firm Hope and Confidence, that the 
Arms of your High Mightineſſes and of your Allies 
continuing to be proſperous, the ſo very needful and 
defired Peace and Security, againſt ſo powerful and 
haughty a Neighbour, may e'er long be procured. 

In the mean time, we muſt with' the moſt ſenfible 
Concern acknowledge, that ſo great Efforts for the 
forementioned End have now for ſeveral Years been 
made by the reſpective Provinces, and are requiſite to 
be continued for the enſuing Year, muſt be very hard 
and grievous to them: Thar befides the extraordinary 
Taxes with which the good Inhabitants of this State 
are burthened, the Accidents and common Calamities 
of War have cut off or diminiſhed many of their 
uſual Methods of Gain; as well as brought great Loſſes 
on, and reduced to extreme Neceſſity divers particular 
Perſons; and that the negociating of Money upon the 
ſeveral Funds, has occaſioned the having Recourſe to 
ſuch Methods, as formerly, with Reſpect to the pub- 
lick Finances, were wholly unknown. But it becomes 
us all to conſider, that great Actions are not uſually 
to be atchieved otherwiſe than at a dear Rate; and 
that the Paſſage to true Glory and Honour, is by a 
ſeep and flippery Aſcent : That in War, Conſtancy 
and Patience is no leſs laudable than Intrepidity and 
Courage : That this Republick of ours was not raiſed, 

nor has been kept up, but by the utmoſt Efforts of 
ON? 
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our Anceſtors, and by their Perſeverance and firm 
Confidence in the Goodneſs of their Cauſe: And that 
if Men reflect duly on the great and unexpected Ad- 
vantages which by the aforementioned Efforts have 
been acquired, they ought not only to be patient, but 
in all Reaſon to be well content and ſatisfied. What 
other Means are there, High and Mighty Lords, but 
thoſe already mentioned to have been uled hitherto, 
for attaining a ſpeedy and a good End of this War ? 
And how can Men expect any other than a very Tragi- 
cal Iſſue, If through Impatience and Wearineſs under 
really burthenſome Taxes, or from other Motives and 
Views, they ſhould fall off from that laudable Zeal 
which they have hitherto ſhewn for r on che 
War as it ought, and if the Means nec-flary for that 
Purpoſe ſhould be neglected or diminiſhed? Moſt 
certain it is, humanly peaking, that ſuch Diminution 
or Neglect will ſtop all Improvement or Augmentati« 
on of the Advantages hitherto obtained ; and when 
the Enemy ſhall be no longer in Apprehenſion of fur- 
ther Loſs, they will harden themſelves in their Aver- 
ſion to all good Terms of Peace. Then ſhall the Mo- 
narchy of Spain, with divers of its Dependencies, and 
the Indies with their. Trealutes, be all left in one and 
the ſame Houle, which will weigh down the Balance 
to rheir Side, and impower them to give Laws to all 
Europe ; which they were actually about to do, and 
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— Vere fir advanced towards it, when to prevent the 
— Evil it was found neceſſary to undertake this War,; 
— becauſe it was impoſſible to avoid it by any amieable 


Means in the Way of Treaty: There will then be a 
End of the Glory of the Arms of the Allies, and 
their Couqueſts, ſo dearly purchaſed ; and we ſhall ſee 
hings ſink apace, either to the Terms of a Defen- 
ve War, which in ſeveral Reſpects is more heavy 
and diſadvantagious than an Offenſive one; or of a, 
rery mean and light Peace, whichwill be neither ſure. 
nor laiting, any longer than France ſhall pleaſe ; like 
hoſe of the Pyrenees, of Ai la Chapelle, of Nime- 
ven, of the Twenty Years Truce, of Ryſwick, every 
ne of which, not long after they were made, were 
token by France, and in Effect ſerved only to give 
hat Crown a little Reſpite to recruit its Force, and 
hen to undertake afreſh ſome new Deſign againſt one 
r other cf irs Neighbours, But ſurely Affairs are 
Hur advanced too far and too profperouily, for Men. 
> faint and. give out. To all the Conqueſts of the: 
Alls no more is wanting than a Hand's Breadth of 
i Ground, 
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; Ground, as one may call it, to penetrateinto the very 
Heart of France, and to oblige that Crown to agret 

to wiſhed for reaſonable Terms of Peace. Tis now 

about 150 Yeats ago, that the Vidtory of St. Quintin 

(as was faid before) opened ſuch a Paffage to the 

Spaniards. We are come within a very little of it, 

and in a much better Condition than King Philip was 

then. Yet a very little Time, yet one good Exploit 

more, and with God's Aſſiſtance we may get over 

what remains to be done. But how can it be an- 

ſwered, High and Mighty Lords, if the _ End and 

Deſign of this War, which is a ſafe and good Peace, 

for obtaining which ſo little is wanting, ſhall not be 

perfectly ſecured, but left to Hazard? If all theTaxes 

and Impoſts given for that End, ſhould be ſo long 

_ endured in vain ; and the Blood of ſo many brave 

Men ſpilt for nothing; only becauſe People could not 

be incited to exert their utmoſt Efforts for a very little 

Time longer? Doubtleſs ſuch Conduct as this would 

no leſs delerve to be laughed at, than of old that of 

the King of Syria was, who having vanquiſhed his 

Enemy thrice, made a ſudden Stop in the Career of 

his Victories, and ſo loſt the Opportunity of Subduing 

them, Doubtleſs this would be to acquit ourſelves 

very unworthily of the Acknowledgments—owing to 
Heaven for all the Victories obtained; nor would it 
| | better conſiſt with Right Reaſon and Common Pru- 
. dence, to ſtand ſtill unſeaſonably, and loſe all the 
Fruit of theſe Victories. We have heard an Inability 
to ſupport further Taxes alledged ; but as that Argu- 
ment is generally found to proceed rather from Impa- 
tience under the Burthen of Taxes, than to be juſt in 
it ſelf, and true in Fact; ſo it is not to be imagined, 
that ſuch pretended Inability can be of that Nature, 
as that a laſt Effort cannot be made for ſo ſhert a Time, 
and in ſo advantagious a Crifis of Affairs as is above 
mentioned. This at laſt we can affirm, That our An- 
ceſtors had quite other Notions of things, when they 
thought nothing too much to defend themſelves from 
Having a Tax of the Tenth Penny unlawfully impoſed 
upon them; but rather than ſuffer their Rights and 
Liberties to be infringed, they contributed, without 
repining, all they had. Which Example is too emr 
nent, to be followed now with leſs Zeal ; ſeeing the 
eſtabliſhing. of the general Welfare, by a ſure and ſafe 
Peace, is at leaſt of as great Importance, as any othe! 


Priviledge whatſoever. We therefore truſt that th St 
reſpective Provinces, having thoroughly conan T 
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what is here repreſented, and ſetting aſide all Excuſes 
and Difficulties, will not be backward to contribute 
for ſo very ſhore a Time, what is eſſentially and in- 


diſpenſibly requiſite for purſuing and obtaining the 
foreſaid great Aim and Deſign.

War againſt France and its Adherents ; yqur * 
Mightineſſes thought fit, by your Reſolution of the 
19th of laſt Month, to injoyn the Council to draw up 
a new Petition for new Naval Forces fot the. Mediter- 
ranean and Ocean, according to the Eftabliſhnient and 
Augmentation ſettled for that purpoſe by the reſpect

Colleges of the Admiralty, and to prelent it to your 
High Mightineſſes. 4 | 
Conformably to the ſubjoyned Computation, the 
extraordinaty Squadron for the Mediterranean is to 
conſiſt of Twenty-four Men of War, viz. Three Firſt 
Rates, Twelve Second Rates, and Nine Third Rates 3 
with Three Frigates, Three Fire-Ships, Three Bomb 
Veſſels, Two Hoſpital-Ships, and Twelve Tenders ; 
the Charge of which for Twelve Months, from the 
1ſt of December, 171 f, to the End of November, 1712, 
amounts to the Sum of 4662080Guilders. 
The extraordinary Squadron for the Ocean, is to 
confiſt of 30 Men of War, viz. Fifteen Third Rates,

So that the whole Charge for the extraordinary 
Naval Forces, for the Mediterranean and the Ocean, 
with the Contingencies to which ſuch Preparations 
are liable, may amount to 7946640 Guilders- 

Accordingly the Council aſks, purſuant to your 
High Mightineſſes Reſolution to the foreſaid Purpoſe, 
the above-mentioned Sum of 7946640 Guilders ; in- 
treating, That this their Petition may be forthwith 
ſent to the States of the reſpe&tive Provinces, and that 
your High Mightineſſes will ſecond it with your 
earneſt and effectual Recommendation, to the End the 
Conſent of the ſaid Provinces may be had without 
Loſs of Time, and a good Part of the Money advan- 
ced which each is to furniſh as their Quota.

Thoſe Advantages might certainly have been car- 
ried further, if the Naval Force projected and pro- 
poſed for that Purpoſe, could have been more com- 
pleat and more timely out at Sea ; and if that can 
{till be done, the Reduction of Spain, the Indies, and 
the Iſlands in the Mediterranean, remaining under the 
Obedience of the Duke of Anjou, may be the more 
aſſuredly, and on good Grounds hoped for from the 
Efforts to be made on all ſides by Land againſt the 
Enemy: But if the ſaid Naval Force be neglected, 
there is no cutting off the Communication of the 
Kingdoms of France and Spain with the Indies, now 
united in the Houle of Bourbon, which Union was 
always apprehended as drawing after it the Oppreſſion 
and Ruine of the common Liberty, and particularly of 
the Security and Quiet of this State; inſomuch that 
your High Mightineſſes and your Allies, judged this 
War to be of abſolute Neceſſity for preventing that

Further, Befides the Obligation which you are

The Council of State do further repreſent, High and 
Mighty Lords, that the Squadron for Prtugal, the 
Mediterranean and the Occean, which have been from 
time to time required and employed during this War, 
and are now again aſked of your High Mightineſſes 
by this Petition, are equally for the Security of all the 
feveril Provinces, which contequently are obliged to 
furniſh their uſual Quotas to the Charge of them, 
For beſides that in general there' are no other Funds, 
according to the Methods of the Government of this 
State, for any extraordinary Naval Force, than the 
Sublidies from all the Provinces ; they ſtand engaged by 
Virtue of the Declaraion of War againſt France, and 
of tne Grand Alliance concluded thereupon, to con. 
tinue the War by mutual Conlent, as well by Sea as 
by Land, and to furniſh the Supplies neceſſary for that 
Purpoſe ; to which they are likewiſe obliged by the 
ſublequent Agreeme nt-made with the King of Portugal.

very conſiderable ; and often the Ships and Goods 
taken, as lately thoſe of the Liſbon Fleet, are of 

reater Value than the Contributions of whole Pro- 
vinces and Diſtricts amount to. 

'Tis therefore contrary to Reaſon and the Funda- 
mental Union of the Provinces of this State, as alſo 
to the Aim and End of this War, the Grand Alliance, 
and the ſubſequent Treaties, that ſome Provinces have 
for a long time ſo little regarded the Expence of the 
Naval Forces, as to caſt, if not the Whole, ar leaſt 
Part of that Expence on the Shoulders of Two of the 
confederated Provinces. Hence it proeceds, that the 
Naval Forces have not been ſent out ſo complete nor 
ſo timely, as to be able to obtain any great Advantages 
over the Enemy ; That the Colleges of the Admiralty, 
whole Concern it is to look to the fitting out of the 
Squadrons, and wha have done it upon Promiſe of 
the Subſidies which have not been paid, are loaded 
with Debts, and thereby diſabled from making further 
Preparations, unleſs the ſeveral Provinces do furniſh 
reſpectively the requiſite Sums ; in Default of which, 
the Naval Forces now propoled, cannot be duly fitted 
out, to the great Damage of the Publick : For pre- 
venting which, the Council do intreat, with all the 
Earneitneſs which the Importance of the Affair re- 
quires, That the Provinces will weigh maturely the 
Reaſons and Conſiderations aboveſaid ; not at all 
doubting that they will have more Effect than formerly 
to induce the Provinces to apply themſelves cordially

Jobn Duke of 
Braganza, of the Blood Royal of Portugal, being 
ſet up for King; he was ſucceeded by his Son Don 
Alphonſo, who being depoled, as uncapable of Go- 
vernment in 1668. his Brother Don Pedro was con- 
ſtituted Regent, and upon his Death in 1683. was 
declared King of Portugal; he, by a Dilpenſation 
from the Pope, married his Brother's Wife, Mary 
Daughter to Charles Amadeus oi Savoy, Duke of 


Nemours, has no Iflue by her alive, and the Queen 


her ſelf died December 27. 1683. The King in 1687. 
married Maria Sophia Elizabeth, Daughter of Philip 
Miliam Elector Palatine, who was born Augui# 6. 
1656. and by her he has had Four Sons and Two 
Davghters, Fohn Prince of Brazil, now King, born 
October 1685, 2. Francis, born 1691. 3. Antonio, 
born 1595 4.

and has a Son living named Alexiw Petrowitz, born 

February 18. 1690. Some of our Prints I find call 

him Czarrowitz, by which I preſume they mean the 

Czar's Son: But I think the Patronimical way to be 

beſt, Perrowitz, according to the Cuſtom of the Nor- 

thern Countries: He married the Princeſs Charlotte 

Chriſtiana Sophia, Daughter of Prince Lewis of Volfen- 

buttel, October 25. 1711. The Czar on the füt of 

March, 1712. publickly uwn'd Catharina Alexewna to 
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be his Wife, by ſolemnizing his Wedding at Peterſburg, - 
where he ſummon'd the Empreſs Dowager, his Siſter, 
the Princels Natulia, and Two other half Siſters, to 
whom he declared thatLady to be his Empreſs ; who, 
I preſume, by a former Husband, tho? I am not ſure of 
it, had Two Daughters if not more, one about Five, 
and the other Three Years old. The Czar has alſo 
Two Nieces, Siſters to the Dutcheſs Dowager of 
Courland. By this Empreſs the Czar had a Daughter 
born in March 171g. named Petrowna. 

3. Achmet III. upon the Depoting of his Brother
